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ANOTHER BIG DEFALCATION

TWO NEW-ENGLAND MILL COR- 
PORATIONS SUFFER. 
THE LOSS SET AT FROM $500,000 vp- 
WARD—DISHONESTY OF TREASURER 
WILLIAM GRAY, JR. 


Boston, Aug. 16.—There was great ex- 
eitement among the solid men of Summer-street 
when it was announced late this afternoon that 
William Gray, Jr., had been found to be a de- 

. . 

faulter to the several companies for which he has 
been agent in a sum ranging anywhere from 
$500,000 to $800.000. The irregularities in his 
accounts were discovered by the expert book- 
keepers put on the case by the Indian Orchard 
Mills, to which concern Gray had not been satis- 
factory for some time. The bookkeepers 
yesterday informed their employers of the dis- 
crepancies they had found, and the Indian Or- 
chard people, in turn, told the Atlantic Mills 
people. The exact amount of the shortage 
has’ not been learned, and the Directors 
of the several companies decline to say 
much until the investigation of the accounts 
has been completed. All that could be obtained 
from headquarters was this announcement: 

“The Directors of the Indian Orchard Mills and 
the Atlantic Cotton Mills having, heard of the illegal 
ropriation of their funds by their Treasurer, 
William Gray, Jr., demanded his resigna- 
tion, which was tendered. Meetings of the 
stockholders of both mills have been Called, The 
Directors of the Indian Orchard Mills have elected 
Edmund Dwight as Treasurer pro tem., and the Di- 


rectors of the Atlantic Cotton Mills have elected 
William Hooper Treasurer pro tem. 


At the offices of the corporations this evening 
the Directors were hard at work examin- 
ing the books, and to all requests for 
information stated that a week or more 
would be required to ascertain the extent 
of the “ illegal” appropriation. 

When a committee of Directors called at Mr. 
Gray’s house this afternoon to demand an ex- 
planotion they were told he had not been home 
since Friday last. 

It was learned late this afternoon. that 
Mr. Gray had an interview with one of 
his business associates on Friday evening last 
at his house. He then acknowleged that 
he was a defaulter, and explained plausibly 
at considerable length some of the causes 


of his embarrassment. He met some gentle- 
men early Saturday morning at one of. the 
hotels and promised to make restitution in 
full in this particular indebtedness. At 
the same time he made ‘an appointment 
for 10 o’clock this morning. Immediately after 
the interview, he took a cab from. the 
hotel for the Eastern Railroad station on 
Causeway-street, and went 5 train to 
Marblehead. His yacht Huron lay off the 
Eastern Yacht Clubhouse there, . and he 
went abuard of her immediately and set sail for 
the Isies of Shoals. Sinee then he has been cruis- 
ing off the eastern coast of Massacnusetts, put- 
ting into Lower Massachusetts Bay once or 
twice, and sending one of his men up to the city 
after his mail. 

Early this morning he landed at Marble- 
head, took the first train to Boston, and 
got a hack toe convey him from the 
Eastern station to his house. He stopped 
only to take a light lunch at home, while 
a handsome span of blacks was hitched up. Then 
he jumped into the road wagon and drove 
off in the direction of Watertown at break- 
neck speed. Since then no trace of iim 
can be tound. All the olice are on 
the lookout for him, and Wiggin & Wood's 
private detective agency has men constantly 
watching each of bis yachts, his house, all the 
steamboat landings, and all railway stations. 
No one of his description has been seen on any 
of the afternoon or evening trains to Canada. 

Gray told his coachman wheu he left home this 
forenoon that he would return.at 7 o’clock this 
evening. He had not returned up to midnight. 
Two detectives are on his premises waiting for 
him. Two of the crew of the Huron, which came 
around from Marblehead this afternoon and was 
immoored at Central Wharf, say they saw Mr. Gra, 
driving along Atlantic-avenue at 10. o’eloc 
to-night, in the direction of -his- yacht. 
The detective stationéd~° at “tlie ‘yacht 
Rays be saw a- buggy with two horses stop 
for afew minutes about a block away from the 
wharf, butno one has attempted to board the 
Huron except her crew. At 1 o’clock the Huron 
was moored to the dock with no lights on board. 

Mr. Gray has been the agent of the Indian 
Orchard Mills, of Connecticut; of the Atlantic 
Cotton Mills, of Lowell, and of the Ocean Mills, 
of Newburyport, for siveral years, and has always 
been looked upon as an honorable business 
man. He had a fine residence on Howard- 
avenue, near Hartford-street, in Dorchester. His 
house is one of the most elegant in the suburbs, 
and stands in the centre of beautiful grounds 
which occupy an entire block. The property is 
valued at from $100,000 to $125,000. @ owns 
large tracts of real estate near his home in Rox- 
bury and Dorchester. His credit has been of the 
very best, and he has been assessed at $1,000,- 
000. His aggregate salaries amounted to about 
$45,000 a year from the three mills for which he. 
has been agent. 

Gray has for sometime been an enthusiastic 
rachtsinan, a prominent member of the Eastern 
Yacht Club, the ewner of the Huron, and one of 
the syndicate which bought the Puritan last 
year. He discovered the ability of Smith, of’ 
City Point, as a builder, and his eutter 
Huron was the first yacht built by Smith. Since 
then he is reputed to have backed Smith to a 
considerable extent. At his suggestion Smith 
drew a plan and made a model for.the defender 
of the America’s Cup, and had his counsel pre- 
vailed the Puritan would have been con- 
structed according to it. . 
himself a designer of considerable  abil- 
ity. His fine cutter was built four 
years ago from designs made hiniself. Grey 
also built the fast sloop Mabel, which he put 
under the charge of Skipper Watson, who now 
divides with Capt. Crocker the -honor of 
being one of the_ best ‘, ‘ht sailors in 
Massachusetts Bay. During the first season the 
Huron did not do very well, owing to her ina- 
bility to carry sufficient sail. For the second 
season she was almost entirely rebuilt, and 
timbered more strongly, and more lead was put 
on her keel.

boats upon which he has been constantly 
experimenting. His own expenses for yacht- 
have een very heavy, an he 
is said to have given his young sons, 
Frank and Fred, almost unlimited sums to grati- 
fy their equally extravagant tastes in the same 
direction. He has been running an expensive 
establishment at a very lively pace. Among his 
other hobbies has been horticuiture. He 
has spent thousands of dollars on specialties 
for exhibition, and has received long 
strings of first rizes at various fairs. 
The breeding of fancy fowl and poultry 
has been a great expense to him. His 
father, William Grey Sr.,is still living, and is 
aman of much wealth. Mr. Gray. Sr.. made his 
fortune as a shipbuilder in Boston before the 
war. His yards were the most extensive in 
New-England. He retired during the first 
months of the war, and has since lived in an ele- 
gant mansion on Beacon-street.-

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THE LEAGUE CONVENTION. 


DEVOY’S FOLLOWERS THREATEN TO 


MAKE TROUBLE IF FORCE IS URGED. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 16.—Unless the figures ure 
sadly at fault, the largest representative con- 
vention of Irishmen ever held in this 
country will meet here day after to- 
morrow. It will not be a harmonious 
convention. Indeed, the prospect is that it will 
be as discordant as the bitterest enemy of Ire- 
land could wish. The 1,500 delegates who 
will come to the meeting of the Nation- 
al League will be divided into two great 
camps. One will gather under the administra- 
tion banner, and do pretty much as President 
Patrick Egan and ex-President Alexander Sulli- 
yan direct. The other will follow the lead of 


John Devoy, of New-York. Only the leaders of 
the League are here, but if half of the bitterness 
and hatred which they openly express is trans- 
mitted to their followers the convention will be 
one of the most extraordinary gatherings ever 
seen in this country. 

Until to-day the Sullivan-Egan faction has 
affected to.despise and belittle the magnitude of 
the opposition headed by Mr. Devoy, and they 
have even gone so far as to say that no 
genuine opposition to their rule existed. To- 
day there haS been a noticeable change in 
their manner. They are able to see that there is 
an opposition, and though they claim that they 
will have pretty plain sailing in the convention, 
the ferocious way in which they speak of the 
“ kickers,” as they term them, would lead one 
to think otherwise. The Sullivan-Egan faction 
is not entirely satisfied with the results of 
its Ogden Grove meeting on Saturday. Mr. 
Davitt had promised them that he would at- 
tend their picnic and did so, and the oppo- 
sition had to get along with less famous 
men. But Mr. Davitt eave the Ogden Grove 
people rather cold comfort. His speech was a 
very moderate and conservative one, with a 
vein of sarcasm for the orators who wanted Ire- 
land to give England a drubbing. The dialogue 
between Mr. Davitt and ex-Congressman John 
F. Finerty bordered closely upon a dispute, and 
it was apparent to everybody that the Irish 
parliamentarian had little sympathy with Fin- 
erty’s plea for force in obtaining Ireland’s rights. 
Since the picnic the Sullivan-Egan people have 
been pretty busy trying to uproot this im- 
pression, but apparently have met with little 
SUCCESS, 

In an interview printed this morning Mr. De- 
voy denounced Sullivan and Egan in pretty 
harsh terms, and said if they attempted to over- 
ride the opposition he would make certain revela- 
tions which would shake the administration 
faction from centre to circumference. What 
these revelations are he _ refuses to say, 
not earring to give his case away 
totheenemy. Itis supposed that they refer to 
the encouragement of the dynamite policy by 
the leaders of the League, and that he will also 
charge the administration with bad faith, double 
dealing, and a deliberate attempt to break down 
Parnell while apparently striving to a&sist 
him. 

Referring to Devoy’s interview, Egan said to- 
day that it was “vicious Billingsgate;” that 
Devoy was and is actuatea solely by personal 
pique against Alexander Sullivan, and that De- 
voy and his New-York followers were a 
“kickers.” ‘ We are kickers,” said Devoy proud- 
ly, ‘and we have earned the right to be by con- 
tributing $150,000 to Parnell and his associates.” 

It has been generally understood that ex-Con- 
ressman Finerty would be made temporary 
fosiriean of the convention and that Maurice 
F. Wilhere would probably be made Pres- 
ident of the League. Any effort to 
put either man into the positions named 
will meet with vigorous opposition. John 
Boyle O’Reilly may possibly be chosen as 
a compromise candidate, but the growing 
strength and earnestness of the New-York 
“ kickers” seems ro have smashed the slates. 
The “ kickers,” who are classed as the conserva- 
tives of the convention, say that in case the 
League leaders make any effort to force 
on the convention any violent policy they will 
withdraw. Just what their numerical strength 
will amount to nobody seems to know, and it is 
doubtful if they know themselves. Certain itis 
that they will be strong enough to make them- 
selves felt. 


THE FOREST FIRES. 


GREAT LOSSES SUFFERED BY WISCON- 
‘SIN FARMERS. 

Oconto, Wis., Aug. 16.—The scene from 
the Northwestern train, between Fort Howard 
and Oconto, is a desolate one. A week or 80 
since the land was thickly wooded up to the line 
of the railroad. Now thereis not a living tree 
left standing. Last Monday the flame swept down 
through this country, licking the brush and 
dead trees and killing the live ones, which were 
too green tobnrn. A week of dry weather put 
these now dead trees in better shape to make 


food for the flames, which during the last 
tew days have for the second time this 
season swept the woods. Hundreds of acres are 
laid waste, the trees lying prostrate on a bed of 
ashes which covers the ground. Every puff of 
wird that blows fans upa flame from these smol- 
dering trunks, which will burn for a month 
unless a heavy rain extinguishes the fire 
in them. A stone thrown at random into the 
tield of gray ashes sends up a shower of sparks, 
and the high temperature shows that the ground 
is on fire. A singular thing about the for- 
est fires is their tenacity. Farmers say that 
even after a heavy rain, which has put 
out the fires in the timber, they have dug into 
the ground and found it on fire to the depth of 
two inches. North of Velp, and extending north- 
west for a dozen miles, the woods in the Suami- 
co country are all ablaze, and, dried up by the 
first fires, are now burning like tinder. 

Between Velp and Little Suam:i the smoke is 
blinding, and the heat blisters the paint on the 
ears. Around Oconto the fires have nut been 
go severe as further south, but at Pensaukee 
the damage is reported as being about $25,000. 
Through the woods south of Suamico the scene 
is similar to that around Depere and Green Bay. 
Farmhouses and crops have been destreyed in 
every direction. The desolation is very great. 
Three farmers near St. Nathan’s lost all, and 
have moved their families to the clearings. 
Around Big Suamico the loss has been confined 
to barns, hay, and crops. D. F.8mith and G. T. 
Ahrnes lost their Summer’s work. All through 
this district, as in fact everywhere around the 
country, the fences are all gone. One gentleman 
said that two-thirds of the fencesin Brown and 
Oconto Counties had been destroyed. The dam- 
age so far will be in Brown County alone nearly 
$200,000, and it will cost the relief committee 
in the neighborhood of $40,000 to help the suf- 
ferers who have lost not only their homes and 
property, but also their means of subsistence for 
the coming year. The burned-out families in 
Eaton Township alone number 27. 








A SOMNAMBULIST?’S FATE, 
New-Iseris, La., Aug. 16.—A shocking 
accident occurred here this morning, resulting 
in the death of Mrs. Felix Broussard, a lady of 
one of the best families and highly esteemed. 
Mrs. Broussard and two daughters entertained a 


few callers last evening. About 10 o’clock she 
retired to herroom. Ata later hour she lefther 
bed, dressed, completing her toilet with bonnet 
and shawl, and left the house. She made her 
way to the railroad track and seated her- 
self upon the rails). When the 3 A. M. 
west-bound Texas express came along the 
engineer saw an object upon the track and 
sounded an alarm. The train was brought toa 
standstill, and some of the trainmen went to the 
lady, took her off the track,and left her standing in 
the street. .The train was again started when 
she sprang forward and threw herself under the 
wheels of one of the coaches, which passed over 
her, crushing her to death, Mrs. Broussard was 
‘39 years of age aud was a widow. “She leaves 
three daughters and one son. She had-been a 
sufferer for a number of years 
and was a somnambulist. It is supposed that 
she was in asomnambulic state at the time of 
the occurrence. 





A BELL TELEPHONE YARN.

PREPARATIONS FOR THE 
MEETING OF PARLIAMENT. 
THE MINISTERS VISIT THE QUEEN—MR. 
GLADSTONE BUSY—LORD RANDOLPH 

CHURCHILL’S IRISH BILL. 
Lonpon, Aug. 16.—The Queen held a 


council this morning at Osborne Castle with the 
members of the ‘Ministry. The terms of the 
Queen’s speech, to be read at the reassembling 
of Parliament, were agreed upon, Lord S&alis- 
bury returned to London after the cotinelj, 

Mr. Gladstone isin London busily engaged in 
preparations for the new session of Parliament. 

Referring to the report that Lord Randolph 
Churchill is preparing an Irish measure, the 
Times says he will have a long and arduous task. 
The nature of the local government proposed 
must depend in some degree upon the attitude of 


the Irish people and possibly upon the action of. 


the Irish convention at Chicago. But it is quite 
certain that nothing like a statutory Parliament 
will enter into Lord Randolph’s scheme, and that 
the development of county government on an 
elective system will be applied on the same prin- 
ciples to all parts of the kingdom. ; 

The Irish Times, of Dublin, (Loyalist,) reiter- 
ates the statement that Mr. Parnell will shortly 
become a Roman Catholic. 

Archbishop Walsh, of Dublin, in an interview, 
said he believed that the land purchase question 
would never be settled except on Michael 


Davitt’s nationalization principle of just com- 
pensation to the actual holder rather than on the 
principle of Henry George. He commended the 
scheme of Dr. Dale as set forth inthe Con- 
temporary Review of June, accepting Mr. Glad- 
stone’s bill as a minimum starting point for the 
establishment of a statutory Parliament in Dub- 
lin, and to leave it an open question with the 
people of England, Wales, and Scotland to de- 
cide whether there shall be one, two, or three 
Parliaments. Archbishop Walsh declared that 
the statement that the Pope disapproved of the 
attitude of the Irish clergy toward the National- 
ists was founded upon malice. It was only neces- 
sary, he said, to read the Moniteur di Rome and 
the Osservatore Romano to see that the Irish 
cause is safe with the Pope. 

An election was held in Newton, Lancashire, 
to-day, to till the vacancy in the House of Com- 
mons caused by the elevation to the peerage of 
Sir R. A. Cross, Mr. Legh, Conservative, received 
4,062 votes and Mr. French, Gladstonian, 3,355. 

Mr. Gladstone bas writter a letter to the 
Mayor of Cork, in which he says that the report 
that he intends to visit Ireland is untrue. He 
adds that he hopes to be able to take a short hol- 
iday on the Continent soon.

THE DISORDERS IN IRELAND. 

DUBLIN, Aug. 16.—At Dungannon, to- 
day, bands of Nationalists paraded the Protest- 
ant quarter of the town, shouting for home rule 
and cursing the Queen. A riot broke out, and 
several persons were injured. The police had to 
force their way between the Protestants and the 
Catholics, thus preventing a desperate tight. 
One Nationalist was arrested with a knife in his 
hand. A renewal of the rioting is feared. Party 
feeling is intense. 

There was rioting at Lurgan on Sunday, dur- 
ing which isolated’ shots Were fired, and the 
police were hissed. Troops are now kept in the 
town under arms. 


BELFAST, Ang. 16.—The military with- 
drew from the streets at 1 o'clock this morning. 
Since then the city has been quiet. A man 
named Jackson, who was wounded in Sunday 
morning’s riot, is dead. The other wounded 
men are doing well. There was some stone 
atone last night, but no one was seriously in- 
jured. 

There are signs that the authorities fear at- 
tempts at reprisals to-night on the-part of the 
mobs. Public houses are being ciosed and other 
recautions taken. Scores of prisoners’ have 
een sent to Kilmainham Jail, at Dublin, to 
await trial, the local jails being full. 

The Catholic newspapers here accuse the 
Orangemen of beginning Sunday’s attack, while 
the Protestant papers say that the Orangemen 
acted in self-defense. nike 

Occasional shots were fired in the city through- 
out the day and evening. Themen from Q) 
Island while marching home sang ‘NO :Home 
Rule for Ireland,” a parody. of. ‘*God. Save 
Ireland.” This maddened the Catholics, one 
of.whom broke through the military cordon 
and charged upon the Islandmen, ‘yelling his 
defiance. He was seized by toe police and car- 
ried off to jail. Had it not been for their prompt 
action his life would have undoubtedly been 
sacrificed. It has been learned that the military, 
in charging the mob last evening, bayoneted 
Magistrate Burke, who was assisting a wounded 
vioter. Mr. Burke was in. plain clothes at the 
time. He was subsequently taken to a hospital.

THE EQUITABLE AID UNION. 


AN INSURANCE ASSOCIATION IN 


TROUBLE IS BREWING. 

_Eriz, Penn., Aug. 16.—The now widely 
known beneficiary organization for both men 
and women known as the Equitable Aid 
Union, and which has about 30,000 mem- 
bers in New-York and Pennsylvania alone, 
is greatly agitated over the action of 
the founder of the institution, D, A. Dewey, of 
Columbus, Penn. Mr. Dewey, who founded the 
order in 1879, was its Supreme President until a 
ear ago, when the association superseded 
him by placing Dr. J. N. Seaver in his 
stead. This action’of the Equitable Aid 
Union greatly chagrined Mr, ewey, and 
it is alleged that he made threats that 
he would tear down what he had. built 
up. Hewent into the Grand Union in New- 
York State and openly demanded an investiga- 
tion of the accounts of the Supreme Accountant, 
H. A. Ayer, of Columbus, Penn. The Grand 
Union of New-York took no action upon the 
matter. Mr. Dewey now, within a few days, 
has scattered circular letters charging the 
Supreme Accountant with having improp- 
erly recorded and illegaily disbursed mon- 
eys. The Past Supreme President goes 
further, and by implication asserts that 
the Finance Committee which audited 
the Supreme Accountant’s books  stultitfied 
themselves, either blindly or willfully. Supreme 
Vice-President Gaither, in an interview, gives 
the Past Supreme President's allegations 
@ sweeping and general denial, and at- 
tributes Dewey’s action to his disappoint- 
ment at being relegated to the ranks. 
He also states that the accounts of 
the Supreme Accountant are entirely straight, 
and that the Union was never s0- prosperous or 
harmonious. -It is reported that the accountant 
will seek his. remedy at. law and will force the 
Past Supreme President to substantiate his 
charges or suffer the consequences. The laity in 
the Union are entirely satisfied with the state of 
affairs, but the fact that the Equitable Aid 
Union has not responded to the State Commis- 
sion of Insurance with its report due in Jan- 
uary has occasioned considerable speculation on 
the outside.

The boy was in bathing with several 
companions, and while playing around a small 
boat was suddenly seized with cramps and fell 
overboard, striking his head on the stern. He 
was stunned and sank to the bottom. Several 
men noticed the accident, rushed into the lake, 
and pulled the boy out, but life was extinct. 
Just before he sank he cried out to his little 
sister, who was on the boat, to save him as he 
felt sick. It seems she did not understand what 
he meant, and when sbe did comprehend his 
meaning he was goue. The greatest consterna- 
tion prevailed along the edge of the lake, where 
hundreds of visitors bad gathered, and each 
wanted to go into the lake to rescue the boy. 
The full force of the police on the beach had to 
be called to quiet the people. 





AN INJUNCTION REFUSED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 16.—The motion on 
behalf of Laura C. Holloway, of Brooklyn, for a 
preliminary injunction against the publishing 
firm of Bradley & Co. to prevent them from issu- 
ing 500 copies of a book entitled ‘The 
Ladies of the White House; or, In the 
Home of the Presidents,” was denied by 
Judge Butler in the United States Circuit 
Court to-day. The complainant prepared a book 
which was published by the firta in 1883, and 
she complained that they were about to issue 
additional copies ot the same book, with further 
information about the ladies of the White House 
since that time, not written by herself.

BOASTING OF HIGH FAVOR 


SQUIRE AND HIS FRIENDS EX- 
PRESSING NO ALARM. 
THE CHARGES SOON TO BE IN THE GOV- 
ERNOR’S HANDS—TRYING TO MAKE 
A CASE AGAINST THE: MAYOR. 


Everybody interested in the cases of Pub- 
lic Works Commissioner Rollin Wf. Squire and 
Maurice B. Flynn was busy last evening.» Mayor 
Grace departed for his country seat at Great 
Neck, Long Island, in the afternoon, after giving 
a few orders about the way the records in. the 
case of Squire should be made up.’ He told a 
TIMES reporter that as soon as the papers werg 
printed he would send the removal papers to 
Gov. Hill. After he had done that he felt: that 
nothing more could be expected of him in the 
premises. The responsibility of. continuing 
Squire in office would rest upon shoulders 
other than his. Before the papers are sent to 
Albany they will be examined. by the counsel 
for the Commissioners of Accounts, Messrs. 
Wheeler H. Peckham and Charles P. Miller, and 
probably also by Corporation Counsel Lacombe 
or his assistant, Francis M. Scott. ‘The Mayor 
intends to make no mistake in the preparation 
of such important documents, either of a gen- 
eral or a technical character. 

Gov. Hill was in town for a very few moments 
during the forenoon. After breakfasting at the 
Hoffman House he departed for Albany, as was 
said at the hotel. The only caller who saw him 


was Dock Commissioner Joseph Koch, whom 
Squire’s counsel subpenaed, and. explained that 
they wanted to prove by him that Mayor Grace 
in 1884 was nominated on motion of Hubert O. 
Thompson. Mr. Koch was Chairman :of the 
County Convention of the County Democracy of 
that year, at which Mr. Grace was put in nom- 
ination. The Commissioner was in the Catskills 
when he was informed of what Mr. Strahan had 
declared he could prove by his evidence, and he 
at once sent the following dispatch showing the 
absurdity of the offer: 


Mayor Grace’s nomination was made upon the 
unanimous report of a committee of twenty-iour, ap- 
pointed by convention in 1884. Report adopted upon 
motion of Robert B. Roosevelt, seconded by E. Ellery 
Anderson. JOSEPH KOCH. 

If Squire’s lawyers can prove as little by Judge 
Gildersleeve as they can by Mr. Koch they arein 
a very bad way. Neither Squire nor his friends, 
however, seemed to worry very much over what 
Mayor Grace may do. They openly boast that 
they have the Governor with them, and that 
they don’t care asnap of their fingers for the 
Mayor. Some of them even go so faras to ac- 
cuse the Governor of being indirectly interested 
in certain great public works of a private and 
political nature with which John O’Brien and 
Maurice B. Flynn are both identitied. They im- 
pudently ask how he can afford to remove Squire 
and imperil his own interests, besides the inter- 
ests of his friends. It is also said that Squire has 
been much more of a knave than a fool while 
Public Works Commissioner than has been com- 
monly supposed; that he has made 
himself thoroughly familiar. with © certain 
of the inner workings of the aqneduct 
job and other matters, and that if he is to be sac- 
rificed he will tell a tale that, in his opinion at 
least, will bring some pretty big men down to 
his newly found level. Whether any of this talk 
is aught but lying or bluffing may be properly de- 
termined after Gov. Hill has atted or failed to 
act upon the removal papers sent to him by 
Mayor Grace. : 

In the meantime, while all this speculation is 
being indulged in over the Squire case, the con- 
spirators and their agents are daily throwing 
out dark hints of revelations which are to come 
respecting alleged misconduct on the part of 
Mayor: Grace. Richard 8. Newcombe, who is 
counsel for Mr. Flynn, said yesterday that in his 
opinion the charges against the Mayor would be 
ready by Renae’ | or Friday uext. They would 
be voluminous and weighty. Although he had 
not aided in their preparation, yet he knew gen- 
erally of their nature, but did’ not care to say 
anything on the subject. ‘ re 

It may be said, however, that one of the mat-" 
ters which has engaged the. attention of those 
who are preparing the charges, relates to the 
claim put forth by “ ag Boyd, Judge Deno- 
hue, and the late John Kelly some-years ago, 
that Mayor Grace was never ‘properly natural- 
ized. When Mr. Grace tirst ran for Mayor. his 
two most intimatefriends; were J bm tke hua 
of this city, and Judge Pratt, of. Brooklyn. 
Donohue, through his dictatorial manner, quar-: 


reled with’ Mr. Grace ‘principally’ because he 


would not appoint the Judge’s man Friday, 
“Billy” Boyd, to a responsible Commissioneér- 
ship. Donohue, who had quarreled with John 
Kelly, became reconciled to him ‘and the two 
men with the. aid of the disgruntled, Boyd, who 
then as now was Corporation? Attorney, . de- 
termined to be revenged on Mr. Grace.’ Kelly, 
at the instigation of Donohue and Boyd, sent a 
bright young reporter, then as now on the Star, 
out near Jamaica, Long Island, where the only 
witness of Mr. Grace’s naturalization lived. This 
witness, who subsequently died, was: seen, ‘and 
his statement fully proved the judicial, political 
and disgruntled conspirators could not hope to 
make outacase. It was fully established that 
Mr. Grace was a full-fledged citizen, and so the 
matter was abandoned, 

This story may be ne to those who are 
at present getting up the charges against the 
Mayor. They certainly cannot hope to do what 
such powerful men as Mr, Kelly and Judge 
Donohue failed to accomplish. The Mayor laughs 
at their efforts in this as in other directions in 
which he has been given to understand his ene- 
mies are delving. e cannot see what charges 
can be submitted against him, although. he ad- 
mits that ‘‘ we all live and learn.” The boast ‘is 
freely made, however, by the friends of Squire 
that the Mayor will be out of office, temporarily 
at least, before the Commissioner. They profess 
to have the ‘tip’ that Gov. Hill will under no 
consideration permit Mayor Grace to name the 
successor to Squire. 


KILLED BY A HORSE OAR. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Aug. 16.—A little 
son of E. W. Fairchild, of the tirm of Fairchild 
& Young, tried to cross Fairfield-avenue to-day 
while the street was full of passing vehicles. 
He dodged in front of one street: car, but found 
himself right before acar on the other track. 
Before he could move he was knocked down and 


run over, the wheels passing over-his neck. The 
little fellow was picked up and carried to his 
parents’ home, on Clinton-avenue, where he died 
an hour later. 

Another Bridgeport child met. with an acci- 
dent to-day, but fared better. Special Officer 
Sullivan, whe lives at No. 111. Water-street, 
went to the session of the City Court: this morn- 
ing. During - his absence his child, 2 years old, 
crawled out of bed, climbed to the window, 
which was on the third story, and pushing open 
the blinds lost his balance and fell out.

THE GARFIELD MONUMENT.

STORMS IN THE WEST. 


DAMAGE BY WIND AND LIGHTNING IN 


MINNESOTA AND DAKOTA. 

St. Pav, Minn., Aug. 16.—Reports from 
various Minnesota and Dakota points show that 
the storm of Sunday afternoon and night was 
unusually severe. At Fargo there is a rumor 
that a cyclone visited Breckenridge, Minn., with 
disastrous results to life and property, but the 
wires are down and the report cannot be 
verified. A cyclone was seen at Albert Lea, but 
it was too high to be dangerous. The house 
of Peter Strand, near Morris, Minn., was blown 


down, but all the inmates escaped serious injury 
except Mrs. Ole Martinson, whose thigh was 
fractured. At Elkton, Dakota, the railroad sta- 
tion was unroofed and the Catholic: church 
blown from its foundations. At Larimore, Da- 
kota, the Presbyterian church was blown down. 
Loss, $3,000. A number of smaller frame build- 
ings and cars were blown into the river at Dal- 
ton, Minn. Twenty buildings were unroofed 
and standing grain in the track of the storm 
was badly beaten down, and that. in 
shock was scattered. The lightning did much 
damage near Moorhead, Minn. Fearier Lallier 
was struck, and upon returning to consciousness 
found himself blind. On the Adams farm, near 
Fargo, Mrs. Sidney Wilson was senseless for two 
hours. Near Pipestone, Minn., a little daughter 
of Harvey Hitcheock was struck and burned, but 
not killed. At Langdon George Gorman, a tele- 

ph operator, was. knocked senseless. Near 
Vindom, Minn., the barn of Farmer Halverson 
was struck and burned, with a lot of stock; loss, 


,000. 


CuicaGo, f1l., Aug. 16.—A windstorm, ac- 
companied by torrents ofrain and a brilliant dis- 
play of electricity, broke over this city at 4 
o’clock this morning. The wind created great 
havoc, At the corner of Blue Island-avenue and 
Henry-street a large three-story brick building 
in course of erection was blown to the ground. 
At the corner of Forty-ninth and West Lake 
streets a large new two-story frame house was 
blown down, and in its tall completely demol- 
ished the adjoining structures, the second house 
being also somewhatinjured. The Signal Serv- 
ice office recorded a rainfall of oneinch. Though 
the velocity of the wind on shore was 35 miles 
an hour the Signal Service officers say that on 
the lake the speed must have been fully 45 
miles. The schooner Comanche, lying outside, 
snapped her anchor chain and pounded on the 
breakwater. She was towed inside by tugsina 
leaky condition. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 16.—Wisconsin 
has had a refreshing rainstorm, unaccompanied 
by severe winds. Therain was heaviest north of 
@ line from Sheboygan to La Crosse. There the 
fall averaged about an inch, and south of it from 
one-quarter to one-half iuch. Three-tenths of an 
inch of rain fell in dilwaukee. Rain began to 
fall at 10 o'clock last night, and continued with- 
out cessation until 4:50 o’clock this morning. 

Antigo, Wis., reports a heavy rainstorm, and a 
consequent dissipation of fears of further forest 
fireg, At Whitewater there was a heavy rain- 
— and some damage from lightning, but no 
wind. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 16.—A sultry air 
this morning was followed about 9 o’clock by a 
heavy black cloud*from the north, which broke 
into’ a heavy rain. There was no wind, but 

lenty of lightning. Between here and Colum- 
umbus an unusual electrical storm is reported, 
and telegraph wires in nearly every direction 
are working badly. 





ENFORCING PROHIBITION. 


THE NARRAGANSETT PIER CASINO CASES 
IN COURT. 

NARRAGANSETT PIER, R. I., Aug. 16.—The 
cases against the Casino waiters, William Billing- 
ton and Herbert J. Barker, for selling intox- 
icating liquor against the law; against Lemuel 
Briggs for keeping liauor for sale, and against 
Hugh McGuire for keeping and maintaining a 
common nuisance, came up for trial in the Dis- 
trict Court in Wakefield to-day. Counsel for the 
Casino people moved for a continuance, which 
was granted by the court, and Mr. Brayton, the 
Chiet of the State Police, askéd that the remain- 
ing cases be also continued. .After some discus- 
sion .all the -cases were set down for trial on 
Monday next at 10:30 A.M. Chief Brayton 
said to-day that a warrant was in the 
hands of the officers for the ‘arrest of 
Mr. Louis Sherry, the Casino caterer, for 
rhe ty for sale, However, it cannot be 
served at present,as Mr. Sherry is in New-York, 
andit is not unlikely that he will remain there, 
as the Casino restaurant is well taken care of by 
Mr. Brayton said that 
the Supreme Court of the State had decided that 
three sales of — against the law within 60 
days constituted a common nuisance, and if the 
waiters were all convicted then Mr. Sherry under 
that ruling kept a common nuisance. 

The Casino management still maintain that 
they have sold no liquor, and the trial of the 
cases Will bring out a large crowd. The penalty for 
selling or keeping for sale is a fine of $20 and 10 
days in jail.

THE ' DELEGATES BRINGING 
HOPE AND CHEER. 
O'BRIEN, REDMOND, AND DEASY COR- 

DIALLY RECEIVED AND TALK ABOU? 


THE IRISH CAUSE. 


The Cunard steamer Servia, with the dele. 
gation from the Irish Parliamentary Party or. 
board, was reported about 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and at 5 o’clock the principal members 
of Patrick Egan’s Reception Committee, in spite 
of their long and fruitless wait of the day before, 
embarked on J. H. Starin’s steamboat the Sam 
Sloan, which had been placed at their disposal, 
and went down the Bay to meet her with the 
green flag fluttering at the prow. Soon after the 
steamboat reached Quarantine the Servia 
rounded the point of land south of the station 
and dropped anchor. After the Health Officer 
had boarded the steamer the Sam Sloan drew ur 
alongside and the committee were transferred tc 
her decks. The Irish delegates, Messrs. O’Brien 
Redmond, and Deasy were all below, not having 
expected a deputation at so early an hour. Mr 
O’Brien and Mr. Deasy were at last discovered in 
their staterooms, and Mr. Redmond was found 
taking breakfast. The meeting between the 
members of the Reception Committee and Par- 
nell’s lieutenants was cordial but not effusive. 

The delegates quickly accompanied the com- 
mittee to the steamboat, where the formal re- 
ception took place. On the maiu deck aft were 
ranged before the delegates the following mem- 
bers of the committee: Gen. Michael Kerwin, 
State Delegate of the League in New-York; the 
Rev. George W. Pepper, of Ashland, Ohio; Dr. 
Thomas O’Reilly, of 8t. Louis; Hugh McCaffrey, 
President of the Philadelphia Municipal Council; 
M. D. Gallagher, ex-President of the New-York 
Municipal Council; the Rey. ». J. McKenna, 
Marlborough, Mass.; W. J. Elliott, Columbus, 
Ohio; Edward J. Rowe, Michael Dwyer, and 
Arthur J. Delaney. The Rev. George W. Pepper, 
a Methodist clergyman, presented the following 


address, on behalf of the committee, in the form 
of a series of resolutions: 


The committee appointed by the National League 
of America to receive youupon your arrival regard 
this hour as among the proudestof their lives. 
Never before in the history of Ireland were her 
So so bright and auspiciousas now; never 

efore were thé people so thoroughly united, and 
never were there s0 many reasons for congratula- 
tion. The attention of the whole civilized world is 
now fixed on the [rish question. 

Resolved, Firstly, that we are grateful for the 

and and masterly vindication of lreland’s cause by 

Sngland’s greatest living statesman, William HP. 
Gladstone, and that we hail bis great measure as & 
noble installment of justice to the [rish people. 

Resolved, Secondly, that though the bill has suf- 
fereda temporary defeat we believe the ultimate 
triumph as among the certainties of the near future. 

Resolved, Thirdly, that we have the fullest conti 
dence in the wisdom, ability, and chivalrous patriot- 
a of Ireland’s mighty leader, Charles Stewart Par- 
nell. 

Resolved, Fourthly, that We hail with proud satis- 
faction the dawn of that day when irishmen of all 
religious persuasions shall be united in the vindica- 
tion of that cause for which Grattan pleaded and Em- 
met died. The committee appointed to receive you 
is composed of Protestants anid Catholics. ere 
stand the Rev. Sylvester Malone, the Catholic 
priest; the Rev. Mr. Pepper, the Methodist clergy- 
man, and the Rey. George C. Betts, the Episcopalian 
minister. Such a unity is a splendid augury of the 
time when Ireland shall lift up her scarred but state- 
ly brow among the free commonwealths of the 
world. 

Mr. William O’Brien, editor of United Ireland, 
as spokesman of the Lrish delegation, responded: 
“Tam more delighted than I can tell, though I 
cannot say I am surprised, at the words of wel 
come and of Irish patriotism contained in your 
address. From all I have ever heard from every 
representative of Ireland who has ever visited 
America nothing in the way of Irish-American. 
hospitality or devotion to Ireland can surprise 
me. John Dillon and Father Sheehy were tho 
last two men who shook hands with us when we 
were leaving, and when we commented on the 
grandeur of our farewell ovation, advised us to 
wait until we reached America to get an idea of 
what an ovation really was. You have given us 
a foretaste of the enthusiasm with which we will! 
be received in tlie ringing words you have used. 

‘While our prospects were never so bright,our 
fight is by no means Over, and your efforts to aid 
ts, we trust, are not over, either. We come here 
to thank you for past favors, and to ask a contin- 
uance of your generous support. It is quite 
possible that when we get back to Ireland we 
shall find our people in the thick of a fight for 
their lives and homes.: One thing we will say, 
that as long as England insists on ruling 
us at all she will have to rule us with 
the naked sword of coercion, and that will be 
@ tough job. The conditions of our fight 
are altered. It is no longer a_ united 
England against a divided Ireland, but a 
united Ireland against a divided England. The 
Atlantic Ocean seems to be a kinda of Lough 
Neagh, upon each bank of which dwells our Irish 
race, and that you on this side are ready to work, 
and, if need be, to die, for Ireland. We thank 

you especially on the part of our great leader, 

arnell. Weare not herein our individual ca- 
pacities, but as very humble and unworthy am 
bassadors of Ireland and of him. Whatever 
courtesies you may extend tous we will inter- 
pret as meant for our country and our leader.” 

Both the other delegates were asked to speak, 
and responded briefly. John E. Redmond, mem- 
ber of Parliament for North Wexford, said: 
‘“‘Unlike my friend Mr. O’Brien, I have already 
had the good fortune uf being in America before 
and making the acquaintance of Irish-Ameri- 
cans. The education of an [rish politician is not 
complete until he crosses the Atlantic and sees 
how men of his race prosper under free institu- 
tions. The encouragement conveyed in your ad- 
dress echoes the hope we feel ourselves. Our 
prospects were never brighter; yet it is also 
true thatin the near future there may he a time 
of bitter struggle. and pooage of danger. Itis 
right that in the face of this our policy should 
be strengthened by your wisdom and our cour- 
age inspired by your hopes. And thus we will 
show our enemies that we are united and will 
tight on till we win, come weal or come woe.” 

John Deasy, member of Parliament for West 
Mayo, said: ‘* When Sexton and Redmond came 
to America, two years ago, We were only a small 
band in the House of Commons, fighting 600 
other members. We have now 85 members. We 
have also the greatest English statesman with us, 
and the sympathy of the whole civilized world. 
When the next Irish delegation arrives here it 
will be to announce the great tidings that 
Ireland has won her freedom.” 

After the speechmaking was over Mr. O’Brien, 
in the course of an informal chat, gave a view of 
the political situation on the cther side. He laid 
all the blame of the Belfast riots on Lord Ran- 
dolph Churehill, who, he said, went over to Ire- 
land in order to make out that there were two 
nations there. His policy was backed by Chamber- 
lain in the House of Commens. The Orangemen 
took them at their word. In the beginning 
the Belfast disturbance couid have been 
put down two dozen policemen; 
put ofticered as the Irish police are. the men 
will not attempt to molest Orangemen. They 
would gain for themselves only black marks and 
the punishment drill if they did. As a conse- 
quence the police felt helpless, the mob hecame 
supreme, and the magistrates, who are simply 
Orangemen dressed in better clothes, made only 
a pretext of interfering. Mr. O’Brien does. not 
think there will be. any formal strike against 
vere rent, but says the people are simply un- 
able to pay the existing high rents. The land: 
lords will refuse to abate them any and then will 
come evictions and coercion. While Mr. Glad- 
stone’s bill was. pending the peome had some- 
thing to hope for aud taxed themselves tu pay 
their rents, but now the only prospect ahead is 
coercion. 

The result of the last election, Mr. O’Brien de- 
claved, was very grateful and encouraging to the 
Irish party. After only a few months’ education 
the half of England had pronounced in favor ot 
home rule for Ireland, and that the better half. 
The Liberal Unionists had returned to Pariia- 
ment a dejected and diminished party, with four 
of their great men—Goschen, Albert Gray, Tre- 
velyan, aud Brand—defeated. ‘Their strong nat- 
ural tendency will be tureturn to their alle 
cermin Upen the failure of Salisbury to govern

THE COUNTY PROHIBITIONISTS POSTPONE 
NOMINATIONS FOR THE PRESENT. 

For nearly three hours last night the 
County Prohibition Convention satin Lyric Hall, 
listened to speeches and glees, adopted a plat- 
form, and then went home without putting a 
man in nomination for office. Every delegato 
elected—three from each Assembly district— 
was present, and every alternate and enough 
friends and sympathizers dropped in to makea 
very good showing in the large hall. As the pros- 
pect of nominations for the offices of Mayor, 
Register, and Justices of the Supreme and Su- 
perior Courts had drawn the attendance, gossip 
whetted itself in the early evening over what 
the ticket would be, as no one seemed to be 
posted. Some thought that ex-Postmaster-Gen- 


eral James ought to be the man. Others fayored 
W. Jennings Demorest or some other war horse 
like Horace Waters. Some time passed after the 
hour for the opening of the convention to let 
this sort of discussion exhaust itself, which it 
did speedily when the leaders persisted in 
silence. 

At last T. G. Elsworth opened the convention 
and Joseph J. Bogardus became temporary 
Chairman. On taking the chair Mr. Bogardus 
made a speech which roused the convention to a 
high pits of enthusiasm. He said the conven- 
tion had been called to devise means to purif 
the politics of the city. “This city,” he sai 
“is governed by men who are unscrupulous and 
desirous only of personal gain. Itis time that 
men of integrity, of responsibility, and men op- 
posed to the dominant rum power should be 
chosen to the oftices. If nominating con- 
ventions have their work cut out in liquor 
saloons it follows that the influence of the 
saloons must follow the nominees into office. It 
is time this was stopped. Decent men of both 
parties think so. Yet the old parties are afraid 
to try to overthrow the liquor traffic. In the 
hope of damaging our work, the Republicans try 
to create the impression that we are allies of the 
Democratic Party. Every Prohibitionist knows 
that we are not banded to assist either the Re- 
——_ or the Democratic Party. Our object is 

defeat both, if possible, and with the help of 
God we will.” The ew applauded with 
ever-increasing vigor each sentence from the 
young Chairman, and when he finished there was 
a chorus of * Amens.” 

After prayer by the Rey. O. R. Bouton, and 
while the usual committees were doing their 
work, Editor Funk, of the Voice, made a little 
speech. He returned from California on Sunday, 
he said, and found more enthusiasm there than 
here. The temperance question was surely 
forcing itself into politics and Mr. Blaine [sneers 
and derisive langhter}] had declared himself for 
temperance. He read a dispatch from Texas 
that a State Prohibition ticket would be put in 
the field there. The truth was that Prohibition- 
ists in the South were tired of Democratic 
tricks just as Prohibitionists of the North 
had tired of Republican tricks and the demand 
now was for anew party that would win the best 
men of both the old parties. This sentiment was 
loudly cheered. Jolin Dana, of Ohio, in a speech 
said he had no doubt 50,000 prohibition votes 
would be polled in that State this Fall. Then 
Gen. Clinton B. Fisk fired the delegates with an 
= recital of what was going on in New- 

ersey. 

J. L. Shorey became permanent Chairman 
when the speaking ended, and a platform was 
adopted, which declared the destruction of the 
saloons necessary to gee ge reform, called 
for impartial enforcement of the civil service 
laws, said that vote wae J ought to be punished 
by the disfranchisement of both buyerand seller, 
and called for the orderly observance of the 
civil Sunday.

THE PISTOL WAS LOADED. 


SERIOUS RESULT OF A MOCK DUEL BY 
TWO BOYS. 

Troy, N. Y., Aug. 16.—A-sad accident 
resulting from the careless handling of a loaded 
revolver occurred at Lake Cossayuna, about 10 
miles from Salem, on Saturday afternoon. Among 
s party of boys who were spending a week 
ramping at the lake were Austin Baker, a son of 
G. W. Baker, ex-Sheriff of Washington County, 
and Joseph Rowe, of Brooklyn. Baker and 
Rowe were handling some firearms which were 
in the tent, and agreed to fight a duel just for 


fun. They pointed their revolvers at each other 
and the weapon in Baker’s hand accidentally ex- 
ploded. The bullet struck Rowe, who was only 
about six feet from him,in the left breast just 
ibove the heart and passed through his lung. 
Medical aid was summoned and a messenger 
sent for Dr. Young, of Salem, who imme- 
diately started for the lake. The wounded boy 
was removed Saturday night to the house 
of the Rev. Dr. Lambert, of Salem, with whom 
he was spending the Summer. The bullet, a 32- 
calibre, has not been extracted, but the doctors 
think there is a chance for his recovery. The 
companions all agree that the shot was accident- 
al, and no blame is attached to Baker except for 
his careless use of a loaded weapon, Rowe’s pa- 
rents have been telegraphed for. Both boys are 
about 15 years of age and were the best of 
friends. -On seeing the result of their mock duel 
Baker attempted to drown himself in the lake, 
but was prevented by the older members of the 
party.

EVIDENCE FROM THE GRAVE 


ONE OF MRS. ROBINSON'S YVIC- 
TIMS DISINTBRRED. 

THE FREEMAN BOY’S BODY SHOWS SIGNS 
OF POISON—OLIVER SLEEPER’S EX- 
ECUTOR TELLS A STRANGE STORY. 

Boston, Ang. 16.—New facts continue to 
come to the surface in the Somerville poisoning 
case, The body of the 7-year-old Freeman boy 
was disinterred from the Garden Cemetery at 

Chelsea to-day, and Medical Examiner Harris, 

assisted by several chemists, examined it. The 

body, which had been buried three weeks or 

more, was badly decomposed, and the effect to a 

certain extent was tc conceal whatever appear- 

ance of poisoning might have oyisted at the time 
of the death, The examination, however, 
showed no evidence of natural disease, but 
evidence consistent with irritant poisoning 
was found. That is all that can be 


said until the examination of the organs by Prof. 
Wood, of Harvard, All the organs were re- 
moved by Dr. Harris and given to Prof. Wood. 
Mrs. Robinson has settled down to a condition of 
comparative calmness in her quarters at the 
East Cambridge Jail, and passes most of the 
time, at least when any one is within hearing, in 
prayer, In this she displays marked talent, but 
is hardly ,equal to her paramour, Smith, whose 
efforts in this line are truly fervid. The efforts 
of Charlie Robinson to see his nother have been 
incessant, but so far ony her counsel has been 
permitted within her cell, 

As announced in THE TrmEs yesterday morn- 
ing, there was a possibility thatan old gentleman 
named Sleeper was among the victime of Mrs. 
Robinson. This was further confirmed to-day, 
when Samuel D. Lane, Oliver Sleeper's Executor, 
came from Northampton, N. H., to tell the 
Somerville authorities what he knows about the 
matter. He expressed his strong conviction of 
Mrs. Robinson’s guilt in poisoning Sleeper. 
After his death Mr. Lane talked the matter 
over with Mrs. Robinson, and returned home 
firmly convinced, he says, that his friend 
was the victim of foul play. Mr. Sleep- 
er possessed property. amounting to sev- 
eral‘thousand dollars. By his will Mr. Lane 
Was appointed Executor. In pursuance of his 
duties Mr. Lane investigated Sleeper's affairs, 
but found nothing. “ I knew,” he said, “ that there 
was some property in Watertown, for the records 
there showed that a mortgage of $3,000 had been 
paid, and furthermore, Mr. Sleeper used to make 
his livingin great eck by lending money in 
small sums, upon which he charged a good per- 
centage. I searched the house from cellar to 
garret, but failed to find any trace of papers of 
any nature. There was also $2,500 in notes 
eros the Brookline-street dwelling, none of 
which could anywhere be found. I was 
much surprised at the condition in which I 
found affairs, and stated as much to Mrs. 
Robinson. She replied that she knew nothing 
about Sleeper’s affairs,as he lived entirely by 
himself, 1 had not known her very long before I 
concluded that she was a most outrageous liar. 
I found that she owed $137 50 for rent, but was 
considerably surprised some time later to find 
that she had receipts forrentinfull. I think 
they were forged. have them now, and can 
produce them at any time when occasion 
may callfor them. Among the effects of Mr. 
Sleeper was a diamond pin, which he always 
wore in his shirt bosom. This he promised 
to let me have when he died. After 
he died it disappeared and no trace of it could be 
found. Subsequently a letter was received 
from Mrs. Robinson, in which she claimed to 
have found the missing article, as well as a let- 
ter badly misspelt, asking that the diamond Nin 
be given tome. WhenI next went to Cambridge 
Mrs. Robinson delivered the pin tome. I took it 
to a jeweler in Boston and found thatit was not 
worth 75 cents, the stone being an imitation, I 
am fully convinced that she stole the real dia- 
mond and replaced it with a common cheap stone. 
She isone of the most déceitful persons I have 
ever met.” 

Mr. Lane also believes that the letter accom- 
panying the pin was a forgery. Among other 
requests in this letter was one asking that the 
occupant of Sleeper’s house at the time of his 
death be permitted to reside there rent free, 
This person who was to be thus happily provided 
for was, of course, Mrs. Robinson.

THE STATUE OF THE BRAVE GENERAL 
UNVEILED AT ANNAPOLIS. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Aug. 16.—The ceremonies 
attending the unveiling of the De Kalb statue to- 
day caused this historic old city to awaken from 
the lethargy with which it is usually enwrapped. 
Fully 10,000 strangers were in attendance and 
the city was gayly decorated in honor of the oc- 
casion. The statue is considered the best work 
of the young sculptor, Ephraim Keyser, to whom 
the work was given by ex-Secretary Freling- 
huysen. It represents the German soldier in 


Continental uniform, with sword upheld, and is 
a magnificent piece of bronze work, manenting 
9 feet in height, mounted on a granite pedesta 
13 feet high. It was erected on a knoll at the 
south end of the State House grounds and faces 
due south. 

The ceremonies opened with a parade in which 
part was taken by the Uni States naval 
officers, cadets, and marines, all the State 
Militia, Knights of Pythias, German societies, 
and other organizations. The unveiling was ac- 
cording to the solemn ritual of the Masonic Or- 
der, and wasin charge of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, Thomas J. Shryock, Grand Marshal, 
with Beauseant Commandery, Knights Templar, 
as the guard of honor. The veil was withdrawn 
at 2:30 o’clock, when the national salute was 
fired from the Naval Academy. Secretary of 
State Bayard, who was er ge by 
the Turkish Minister, received the statue 
from Sculptor Keyser and was 
duced to the crowd by Gov. Lloyd. 
He stood in the blazing sun and accepted the 
statue in the name and on behalf of the Govern- 
ment aud people of the United States. He paid 
a glowing tribute to the memory of Baron John 
De Kalb, a Major-General in the army of the 
United States. “One hundred and six years 
have rolled by,” he said, “ since this brave man 
laid down his life in the great struggle ‘ to make,’ 
as Jefferson wrote, ‘this Government in practice 
what it is in principle—a model for the protec- 
tion of man in a state of freedom and order.’ The 
resolution of the Continental Congress of 1780 
has been executed at last and we see: 


“«The Nation meanly wise and slowly just, 
To buried merit raise the tardy bust’ ’, 


Secretary Bayard said in conclusion: 


“There are those who tell us to-day that political 
parties are essential for our Government and that 
parties cannot be worked and incited to enthusiastic 
action ag by the line of personal ambition and 
the spoils of place, patronage, and profit; that such 
emoluments are essential stimulants to public duty, 
and that without them necessary party organization 
cannot be accomplished. If this be true I should 
despair of the Republic, for then De Kalb fell in 
vain and this statue has little value or meaning, 
But it is not of to-day. It speaks in denial of 
all this, and if we but heed its utterances 
they will revive in our hearts the sentiment that 
es this man and made this a free, virtuous, 
and happy Republic. I deny that the necessary 
forces are those most reliable for the safety of so- 
ciety. No nation that accepts such doctrine can 
have any but a downward career. There is and 
always has béen a patriotic military service in this 
country in which danger is calmly faced, privations 
undergone, and blood freely poured out, and equally 
is there a patriotic civil service in which toll and 
anxious care are faithfully bestowed for the 
preservation of the peace and honor and profit of 
the Nation. Woe be untous and ourchildren when a 
belief and reliance in such things shall pass away 
and statues like this shall speak tousin vain. To- 
Gay we standa mighty power in the family of na- 
tions, calmly conscious of our strength and mindful 
of our responsibilities. When De Kalb came to usa 
century ago how scanta® handful of struggling col- 
onists were our fathers! How _ and lasting 
then is our debt to those ‘friends in need who were 
friends in deed!’ Carefully should we cherish those 

enerous memories of ancestral valor and realize 

hat the best safeguards of a nation lie not in the 

aye J combination of mercenary forces, but in 
he number of true-hearted men who serve their 
country because they love it.” 

A poem written by Prof. John H. Hewitt, of 
Baltimore, was read, after which there was sing- 
ing by the German societies of Baltimore and 
music by the Marine Band, and the exercises 
closed with the reading by Col. J. Thomas Scharf 
of an oration on the life and services of De Kalb. 
The monument is suitably inscribed with a scroll 
setting forth the services of the soldier in whose 
honor it was erected by the Congress of the 
United States. ;

IN@ FOR THE ADIRONDACKS. 
WasHinaron, Aug. 16.—-The President 


left Washington this morning at 9:40 o’clock for | 
his Summer vacation inthe Adirondack Mount- | 
ains. He was accompanied by Mrs. Cleveland, | 
As tho 
President appeared on the portico of the White | 


Mrs. Folsom, and Col. and Mrs. Lamont. 


House to take his carriage he was confronted by 
a small party of tourists from Kentucky. They 
recognized him at once and asked permission to 
pay their respects. The President was will- 
ing and shook hands with each of them 
as he made his way toward his car 
viage. Mrs. Cleveland and Mrs, Folsom had 
already eutered the vehicle, and as the coach- 


man cracked his whip and the carriage rolled 
away the people on the portico, most of whom 
were ladies, waved their handkerchiefs and 
shouted a 4 “Good-bye.” The President 
acknowledged the compliment by raising his 
hat and the ladies waved their handkerchiefs 
from the windows. Owing to the fact that it 
was not generally known what train the Presi- 
dent would take, there was only a small crowd 
in the station when the Presidential party passed 
through to the train. The President was recog- 
nized, however, by most of the people there, and 
they raised their hats as he passed. The party 
occupied aspecial car tendere by the Directors 
ofethe Delaware and Hudson Canal Company. 
it was attached to the rear of the New-York 
limited express. 


The train with the President’s car rolled into 
the Pennsylvania station at Jersey City nearly 
on time. Only a small gathering of people met 
it. Most of them were station employes. Their 
eyes were quick to detect a place in the roof 
of the rear platform where the roof had been 
pretty well slivered. The porter assured them 
that there had been no bumping on the way from 
Wushingion, the accident having occurred at 
one of the tunnels when the car was 
on its way to Washington on Saturday night. 
He said also that the people along the line 
didn’t seem to know that the President was 
traveling, as the car had not been the object of 
special attention nntil here.” While a servant 
from the car kitchen was out on the rear plat- 
form arranging some of his tins and tubs, Col. 
Lamont appeared. He picked his way between 
ice cream freezers and salad bowls to the edge of 
the platform and handed a conductor a bunch of 
telegrams. Col. Wilson, Marshal of the District 
of Columbia, followed him out as a sort of pro- 
tector and sn renrcnr epee | disappeared with him. 
The other occupants of the car did not leave 
their seats. 

Mrs. Cleveland sat near a window. She looked 
fresh and jaunty ina blue serge dress, with a 
straw-colored hat perched high on her head. The 
President wore the same old Greeley hat that he 
always fishes out of the depths of his trunk when 
he goes ona vacation and which has been ex- 
posed for many a year to the rigors of the Adi- 
rondacks. Col, Lamont had on a soft black hat 
with a narrow rolied-up brim, such as boys wear, 
Within five minutes after the train stopped 
an engine hauled the President’s car out 
into the yard and backed it under cover 
again on the West Shore track. Then the sta- 
tion porters wrestled for a while with Mrs. 
Cleveland’s baggage, which was checked for Al- 
bany. They made quick work of transferring it 
and thus enabled the conductor to start his train 
toward Weehawken only 12 minutes behind 
time. It was said that the party would stay at 
Albany over night and proceed up the Delaware 
and Hudson Road to-day to the point at which 
they will take stages for the wilderness. 


ALBANY, Aug. 16.—President Cleveland 
and party arrived here at 9:05 P. M. on their 
special car, which was attached to the regular 
West Shore train. Col. and Mrs. Lamont and 
Col. Wilson parted company with them here. 
The hard-worked Secretary will enjoy a visit to 
his old home at MeGrawville for a fortnight, and 
will then join the President in the woods, Dr. 
8. B. Ward, of this city, with whom Mr. Cleve- 
land has been fishing in the Adirondacks the 
past two Summers, met him here and accom- 
panied him again to the Saranac Lake re- 

ion, the same as before the latter's marriage. 
Vith Dr. Ward were H. G. Young, General Man- 
ager of the Delaware and Hudson Canal Compa- 
ny, and J. W. Burdick, General Passenger Agent. 
They consulted President Cleveland about his 
wishes concerning tho rest of the journey over 
theirroad. His car was immediately switched 
on to the Delaware and Hudson tracks, a bag- 
gage car was attached, and drawn by a special 
Jocomotive the party sped away to the Wilderness 
through the rain, after astop of 10 minutes. They 
will go directly through to St. Regis Lake, arriv- 
ing there to-mérrow morning. The President's 
headquarters will be at the Prospect House, on 
Upper Saranac Lake. He will remain at least a 
month. James C. Matthews, the new Recorder 
of Deeds at Washington, came down to the sta- 
tion with a colored friend, but only saw tho 
President through the window. Mr. Cleveland 
hada pleasant trip here, From the moment he 
left the {capital he was in great spirits, telling 
stories and joking continually. 6 is looking 
forward with great pleasure to his vacation, and 
intends to transact the least possible amount of 
official business. 


A BATCH OF POCKET VETOES. 


TEN BILLS WHICH FAILED TO BECOME 
LAWS—A CIVIL SERVICE DECISION. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—When Congress 





.adjourned 10 bills and joint resolutions re- 


mained in the President’s hands unacted upon. 
Just before leaving for his trip to the North 
Woods Mr. Cleveland deposited these measures 
in the State Department, filing with each a 
memorandum giving his reasons for allowing to 
to fail to become a law by withholding his signa- 
ture. The most important of the lot was the 
Morrison resolution, and in explanation of his 
non-action upon it the President says: 

“This resolution involves so much and is of such 
serious import that I do not deem it best to discuss 
it at this time. Itis notapproved because I believe 
it to be unnecessary and because I am by no means 
convinced that its mere passage and approval at this 
time may not endanger and embarrass the successful 
and useful operations of the Treasury Department 
and impair the confidence which the people should 
have in the managoment of the finances of the Gov- 
ernment.” 


The only other public bill of the 10 provided 
for the erection of a public building at Annapo- 
lis, Md. Regarding this the President points 
out that the chief argument for the bill was that 
capitals of other States had public buildings, and 
so Annapolis should have one, 

The memorandum attached to the bill for the 
relief of William H. Wheeler shows that the 
claim it proposed to pay had already been once 

aid. One of the bills gave a pension to Mrs. 

fargaret D, Marchand. A measure for the same 
urpose, differently worded, was vetoed whiie 
onugress was in session, and the Pres- 
ident saw no reason for changing his 
mind. A joint resolution for the distribution 
of the official Register of the United States 
reached the President five minutes after Con- 
ess adjourned, too late for official action. In 
is memorandum on this measure Mr, Cleveland 
says he would have vetoed itif it had reached 
himin time, because he did not nnderstand it nor 
the purposes sought te be accomplished by its 
passage. One of the items in a bill for the relief 
of J. A. Henry and others was paid by author- 
iv of a special act passed in February, 1885. 
The validity of other items in the measure is 
also questioned. Equaily strong reasons for 
withholding the Executive’s approval are at- 
tached to the remaining bills, and they show 
clearly that the President was as careful in the 
consideration of bills brought to him in the clos- 
ing hours of the session as at any time. 


In 1883 Secretary Teller asked the Civil Sery- 
ice Commission if four or five persons he wished 
temporarily to employ in the preparation and 
publication of the Blue Book would be included 
in the classified civil service. The commission 


replied that it had not at that time any informa- 
tion that these persons would be included in the 
classified service, whereupon Secretary Teller 
appointed these employes as rad here ers, &c., 
without examination and certification. Last 
week Secretary Lamar, upon the request of the 
Commissioner of Labor, asked fora certification 
to fill a vacancy in the Labor Bureau. In 
the consideration of this request the attention 
of the present Civil Service Commissioners was 
called to the fact that copyholders in the bureau 
were not appointed under the civil service rules. 
The comniission asked for an explanation of this 
fact, and was informed that appoiutments of this 
kind were made without certification from the 
commission's list under authority given to Sec- 
retary Teller. Upon consideration of the matter 
the commission to-day decided that the office of 
copyholder was a classified office, and must be 
filled by examination and certification under the 
Civil Service act and rules. John M. Wyatt has 
been nominated for the Secre yship of the 
Board of Examiners for the New-York Custom 
House in ee of Mr. Berry, special deputy of 
Collector Hedden. The commission has not yet 
acted on the nomination, but it will undoubtedly 
be confirmed.

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SHOT OUT OF NEW-YORK 


FORCED AGAIN TO REFUSD 
THROUGH FREIGAT. — 

THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO RECEIVES 
ANOTHER CHECK AND MAY LOSE ITS 
POOL PERCENTAGE. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is once 
more compelled to refuse through freight. 
When it made an announcement to this effect 
last week its officials stated that its course was 
rendered necessary by the arbitrary action of 
the Pennsylvania Road, which had decided to 
charge local rates between this city and Balti- 
more, The Baltimore and Ohio Road lost no 
time in procuring means of transit, and within 
24 hours had made an agreement by which its 
freight was carried between New-York and Bal- 
timore by the New-York and Baltimore Trans- 
portation Company. The latter informed the 
Baltimore and Ohio Company yesterday that it 
could no longer carry its freight. 

The reason is simple. The Raritan Canal, 
which is used by the transportation company, is 
controlled by the Ponnsylvania Road, and the 
latter simply ordered the transportation compa- 
ny to annul its contract with the Baltimore and 
Ohio. It did as ordered, as there was no other 
course to purstie. How long the Baltimore and 
Ohio Road will be without a connection between 
New-York and Baltimore its Eastern agent, A. 
C. Rose, could not say yesterday. It would be 
premature, he said, to announce that the agree- 
ment between his road and the New-Jerséy Cen- 
tra] and Philadelphia and Reading had been rati- 


tied, but it was certain that the Baltimore and 
Ohio would not refuse through freight for many 


days. 

For almost a week it has been customary to re- 
ceive a nightly dispatch from Philadelphia to the 
effect that this much talked-of agreement had 
been signed. The report was as regularly denied, 
day after day, by officials of the Jersey Central 
in this city. Secretary Knox always said that it 
was apparently impossible to get a quorum of 
thé Directors. A quorum was obtained yester- 
day afternoon, however. There were present 
President Little and Messrs. McKenzie, Williams, 
Roosevelt, Kennedy, and Keim. The Director 
were satistied with the agreement, but conclud 
not to affix their signatures until the company’s 
attorneys had pronounced itin fit shape. Little 
or no doubt is entertained that the agreement 
will be signed, and without much loss of time, 
and the Baltimore and Ohio will probably en- 
deavor to have the matter settled before to- 
morrow. 

The trunk line peol will meet to-morrow and, 
if the Baltimore and Ohio is not in a position to 
carry through freight, itis considered entirely 
probable that the Pennsylvania will ask that its 

ercentage in the pool be forfeited. According to 

ommissioner Fink the trouble between Balti- 
more and Ohio and Pennsylvania has not been 
the subject of official discussion by the pool. The 
relations of each road to the pool are provided 
for in the contract. The contract, he said, would 
be carried out, but the relations of the Baltimore 
and Ohio to the pool would be determined by the 
construction placed upon the terms of the con- 
tract by the roads composing it. Mr. Fink ad- 
mitted that there was @ clause in the contract 

roviding that no road which could not tranasct 

usiness should be entitled toa percentage, but 
he added that no meeting for the consideration 
of such a contingency had been called. 

Commissioner Fink would not say that the re- 
lations of the Baltimore and Ohio Road to the 
pool would remain undisturbed, or that it would 
continue to receive 9 per cent, of the through 
business, until a meeting was held for the special 

urpose of acting upon the matter. The sub- 
ect was one that was discussed in a general 
way atall trunk line mectings, and the condi- 
tion of the Baltimore and Ohio would probably 
be discussed on Wednesday at the meeting of 
the trunk lines and the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion. Another matter that will be discussed at 
to-morrow’s meeting will be the alleged cuttin 
of freight rates. Very little doubt is entertaine 
that some of the Eastern lines are cutting rates, 
and the question is likely to be referred to, per- 
haps with proof, by Commissioner Blanchard, 
btn will represent the Central Tratiic Associa- 
tion.

HANGED IN EFFIGY. 


ACTION OF A SHOCKED LONG ISLANE 
VILLAGE. 

The town of Corona, Long Island, is in a 
state of vigorous indignation. The relations be- 
tween Henry Germer and Mrs. Collingwood, or 
Hinckey, have excited Corona for six weeks or 
more, so citizens declare. Fora week or more 
mystery has reigned supremo in the village. 
People have gone about whispering in extraordi- 
nary low tones about something that was going to 
happen. Early yesterday morning the something 
happened. 

“Jack” Jenkens, who keeps the hotel just 
across the way from the station, was awakened 
from his peaceful slumbers at about 4 o’clock by 


the subdued but unmistakable voices of a num- 
ber of men congregated in front of his place and 
he got up to see what it all meant. His horrified 
eyes saw, 80 he supposed, two human beings—a 
nan and a woman—dangling, ghastly heaps, from 
@ wire stretched across the road. With trem- 
bling limbs he rushed down stairs and out 
into the street. There were the hanging 
bodies. Under them were a crowd o 
patton og A looking men, their features 
concealed by horrifying black masks. The 
masked men were executing a particularly 
vicious war dance. “ Jack” had by this time be-

Under 
one was printed ‘ Hen,” under the other “ Liz- 
zie.” Yesterday morning Germer, whose office 
is just around the corner from his hanging image, 
came down and saw the thing. He laughed and 
went inte his office. All day long crowds 
watched the swinging “things” and howled. 
Wherever Germer went he was hooted at. He 
did not try to get the effigies down. It would 
have been difficult to do so, for both trees to 
which the crossing wire was attached wero 
thoroughly tarred up the trunks. 

Last night Germer went home, barred his 
doors, and let two big dogs loose inhis yard. He, 
his son, and Mrs. Collingwood carry big “ guns,” 
and Germer says he’ll make it hot for anybody 
who tries to get him out of his castle, He says 
he won’t leave the town. Corona says he will. 
It remains te be seen which will win.

THE TOWN MOST ATTRAOTIVE 
AND THE WEATHER FINE. 


WHERE ONE MAY DINE-—MUSIO ONE 
MAY HEAR—APARTMENTS VACANT— 
—POLICEMEN SHOT AT. 

Panis, July 29.—Our city is now about 
pmpty. The holidays have come, the boys 
have taken their prizes, (or the parents of 
the unlucky ones have pocketed their de- 
spair,) and the boulevards are ence more 
left to the strangers, who shine by their 
absence. Yet letters from the Continent— 
Brussels, Berlin, Dresden, and Geneva, and 
even down to Vienna—state how very much 
more fascinating and attractive Paris is 
than any of the others, and how very much 


time one and all expect to give to glorious 
shopping of our huge bazaar, and to the 
pleasures that Paris seems to offer in 
excess of other vicious places. The 
French are very indignant concerning 
the Dilke-Crawford suit. Their sympa- 
. thies, in the first place, were en- 


tirely given to the statesman because | 


pf his former avowed attachment to France; 
moreover, all the sins so ruthlessly ex- 
hibited to public interest were put ina bag 
and labeled “* French vico.” This has stim- 
ulated retrospective research and all are 


narrating tales of Britannic rapidity in | 


moral destruction. We delight none the 
jess in the persistent successof Fatma. The 
smile of her lips and the entranced, per- 
petual gaze of her black eyes, made the 
exact sum of $40,000 during the fair at the 
Tuileries. The Frenchman says “no other 
city could do that,” and we all agree with 
him. The Eastern beauty—no one knows 


just where she did first blink her historical | 


eyelashes—owns her own carriages and 
horses, and respectable-looking gentlemen 
with decorated buttonholes esteem it a 
favor to enjoy a drive near the conspicuous 
star. 

The weather is delightful and every one 
lives out of doors. If you dine at Madrid in 
the entrancing melody of the Tzigane or- 
chestra you are bound to go way down in 
the dust of the Champs Elysées, to see at the 
Ambassadeurs the cancan quadrille of Grille 
@Egout—thus named because her teeth were 
formerly far apart and separated like the 
grating of the sewers—and Goulue, who 
owes her now celebrated title to the pos- 
session of a gluttonous appetite. If, on the 
contrary, you are foolish enough to dine at 
the last-named establishment, gr can only 
finish your evening, or night, at the Jardin 
de Paris, a modern and ver oor dilution 
of Mabiile, or return to Madrid, just ont- 
side the Bois de Boulogne, and there at 
that hour usually there are no more 
Tziganes.

The 
bourgeois remains away the longest formany 
reasons; the husband and wife*have rela- 
tives to whom they must or they choose to 
pay long and devoted court for financial 
reasons, and these connections live in pro- 
vincial towns. Besides these forced so- 
journs, which are usually tiresome, but 
economical, episodes of the yearly French 
family life, there are the mineral water 
patrons. Itis, over here, a natural conse- 
quence of the successive arrival of the 
month of June or July to flock at once to 
the family ph ysician and find out what 
waters are likely to cure real or imaginary 
ailments. If you havé a simple finger ache, 
some one is always sure to propose some 
waters that would just hit your case, and if 
you are not particularly strong-minded you 
soon make the discovery that you really are 
all out of sorts, and that said springs or 
some others that the doctor happers to 
think of during your visit are Just the proper 
remedy for our failing general health.

Veazey’s financial troubles date back nearly 
10 years. His first bad investment was in a 
farm in Cocil County, for which he paid several 
thousand dollars, and from which he realized 

| but very little. Then he built two rows of 
| housesin Baltimore, which he was obliged to 
sell for a good deal less than cost. He put $3,000 
into the Baltimore Times, a paper started in the 
interest of Senator Gorman a year ago, and lost 
all of that. He bought a handsome country 
residence at Catonsville, in the suburbs of 
Baltimore, for which he paid about $10,000, 
and he expended $5,000 in improvements on 1t. 
The banks now hold that. He put $3,000 in a 
South Carolina railroad and lost that. He put 
$3,000 more in an automatic elevator company, 
which did not pay. All this time he had been 
borrowing money to cover interest on bad in- 
vestinents, paying at times as high as 1 por cent.

UNRULY LOCK TENDERS. 

BuFPALO, N. Y., Aug. 16.—The general 
complaint that has gune on year after year 
against the piratical tenders of the noted “16 
looks,” near Troy, culminated in an indignation 
meeting, which was held by the Merchants’ Ex- 
change a few daysago. Asa result of the meet- 
ing Secretary Thurstone, of the Exchange, wrote 
to Superintendent Shanahan, formally entering 


| complaint against the lock tenders, .To-day a 
reply was received from Superintendent Shana- 
han promising to do all in his power to stop the 
abuses. He not only promises to discharge any 
tender found injuring boats or embarrassing the 
Captains, but to put on two detectives appointed 
| by the Exchange and pay them for their serv- 
ices. He also promises to come to Butffalo on 
Thursday and talk over the matter with inter- 
ested parties and try to devise sume way for per- 
manently correcting the abuses at these locks. 

The tricks of the tenders are nothing new, but 
they appear to be very much more open and ug- 
gravating than usual just now, A boat owner 
stated yesterday that 8 or 10 boats had been 
sunk there this season by letting water into the 
locks too suddenly. “They gave a boat of mine 
four paddles of water afew days ago,” said he, 
“and damaged her $100. The wonder is they 
didn’t sink her. Captains who won't fee the ten- 
ders are afraid to go through the locks. Superin- 
tendent Shanahan has discharged men for this 
sort of thing, but they are taken right on again 
at another lock.” 

The canal authorities states that it is very 
hard to stop the abuses, as some Captains wiil 
offer the tenders moncy in order to get dispatch, 
and then the latter are ready to demand it of 
every boat. .

The evidence most 
worthy of credence, he believed, showed that the 
mecting was more quiet atid orderly than those 
of asimilar nature which had been held ‘from 
tline to time during the past tive or six years. if 
this meeting was to provide the long sought op- 
portunity of the conspirators to collide with the 

olice, and bring about social revolution, as the 
heory of the prosecution indicated, he asked, 
why were not the conspirators on the ground 
when the blow was struck? Why had the majori- 
ty of the crowd dispersed?) Why were Parsons 
and Fisher in Zepp’s Hall drinking a quiet glass 
of beer? Why was Schwab at anotner meet- 
ing, and Engel and Necbe with _ their 
families! “The prosecution tind — great 
significance,” continued the speaker, “in the 
publication in the Arbeiter Zeitung of the word 
*Ruhe,’ which they say means rest, peace. 
Now, when the police arrived oh the Haymarket 
Capt. Ward said: ‘I command you in the name 
of the State of [linois to disperse peaceably.’ 
To this Fielden, who was speaking, answered, 
naturally enough: ‘Why, Captain, this is a 
peaceable meeting,’ or ‘ We are peaceable.’ Now, 
why should the State see anything so significant 
in thisremark? The evidence shows that the 
ineeting was peaceable, and I say here it was 
never intended to be otherwise. If at that mo- 
ment some one on his own responsibility threw 
a bomb among the police, and that fact were 
known, the word ‘Ruhe’ and Fielden's remark, 
‘We are peaceable, would then have their 
naturag significance, the meaning on the face 
of them, iustead of being, as the State insists, 
symbols of riot and bloodshed.” 

Mr. Foster devoted considerable time to the 
consideration of the testimony of John Bernett 
as opposed to that of Harry L. Gilmer. ‘The lat- 
ter he denounced as a stupendous, a colossal, a 
monumental liar, and, turning toward the de- 
fendants, he said: “If the testimony of Harry 
Gilmer is true August Spies and Adolph Fischer 
must die.” Then he referred to the testimony of 
the informers, Waller and Seliger. They had 
been given, he said, the choice of a rope and a 
written statement such as would serve the 
purpose of the  presecution.

OOOKROAOHES IN THE PIT. 


TRAINED FIGHTERS MANIPULATED BY 
CHINAMEN, 

CnicaGco, Aug. 16.—Chinese sporting cir- 
cles have been greatly excited over the outcome 
of a cockroach tournament which has been going 
oninthe basement of a down-tewn laundry and 
Chinese clubhouse for the last three nights. It 
is the first bug tournament ever held east of the 
Pacific coast, and has been engineered by a 
party of Chinese sports which left San Francisco 
three weeks ago with nearly 50 trained fighting 
cockroaches. Last night it was reported that 
the San Francisco party had left for New-York, 
having won several thousand dollars from local 
Chinese betting men. The San’Francisco China- 
men whocame here were informed before they 
started that there was alarge number of their 
countrymen who would enjoy and liberally pat- 
ronize a tournament. In Chinatown, at San 
Francisco, au old Chinaman has iong conducted 
aChinese shoe shop, and in odd hours main- 
tained alarge number of fighting cockroaches. He 
was ordered to prepare 50 of his ablest fighters, 
which he at once did, delivering them in a wicker 
basket made éspecially for the purpose. In this 
basket each roach was kept ina Gell separate 
from its companions. 

The Celestial sports arrived here with their in- 
sects without mishap last Monday. In two 
hours it was known to every Chinaman in the 
city that the tournament would begin Wednes- 
day night. About 11 o'clock the tournament 
was opened, a feather-weight fighter being 
matched against a middle-weight cockroach, Be- 
fore the insects were pitted against each other 
they were handled by Quong, a Chinaman who 
had had some experience in this line in 
China. With a minute pair of scissors he clipped 
their wings, and then, just before facing, greased 
their bodies with salve. This is done to prevent 
the insects catching one another, as they will 
not touch the greased portions of each other’s 
bodies. 

Atasignal the two champions were ee 
into the pit. This was a large urn shaped ike a 
punchbowl and greased on the edges. No sooner 
were the two roaches dropped into the bow] than 
they sprang at each other with the flerceness of 
bulldogs. Just 11 minutes after the fight began 
the big roach was dead. When hedied, however, 
he inflicted a mortal wound upon his slayer. In 
the last struggle, and despite the pain caused by 
the offort, he turned in such a manner that his 
left foreleg was pulled from its socket, but in so 
doing he caught his adversary by the throat. 
The next instant he died covered with wounds, 
while the little victor staggered off with a terri- 
ble cut in his threat, 

Eight battles were fought the first night, it 
being 2 o’clock before the last was finished. The 
betting was heayy, and mney of the local men 
were winners. The next night only four battles 
were fought, but they were all desperate con- 
tests, and lasted an hour each. On the third 
night there were 11 battles, and when the tourna- 
ment concluded the San Francisco Chinamen 
had nearly all the money of the local sports. It 
was reported last evening that the Chinaman 
Quong, who handled the fighting roaches, had 

layed into the hands of the visitors,, and 

rugged some of the bugs.

FUSION IN MICHIGAN.

AN EFFORT MAKING TO RENEW THE 
LEMOCRATIC-GREENBACK DICKER. 
Detroit, Aug. 16.—At Grand Rapids to- 
morrow will begin a three days’ convention of 
the Fusion Party of this State. ‘The Greenback 
section will convene to-morrow evening and will 
effect its temporary organization and listen to 
some of its flery, untamed orators, by which 
steam will be let off that might, if kept tightly 
bottled up, prove dangerous in the negotiations 
to ensue. On Wednosday the Democratic section 
will assemble and also organize temporarilys 
The serious business on hand will be to effect a 
similar fusion of these two sections to that which 


has prevailed during the past two biennial elec- 
tions and which has proved profitable to both 
partics to the dicker, but more particularly so to 
the Democratic copareener. As heretofore the 
proposition will be to divide the State ticket 
equally. If the scheme succeeds it is altogether 
certain that a similar fusion arrangement will 
be carried out in all the 11 Congressional dis- 
tricts of the State. Two years ago the plan gave 
the Fusionists seven Congressmen, the Prohibi- 
tionists aiding decisively to this end in three of 
the districts and reducing the majority on Gov- 
ernor to 4,000. There is, therefore, much to en- 
courage the contracting parties to a renewal of 
the coalition, and the more sanguine among them 
believe that if effected this will enable them to 
hold their own on Congressmen and curry the 
entire State ticket. 

Two formidable obstacles interpose to an 
amicable arrangement. The first is the shabby 
treatment of the Greenbackers by their Demo- 
cratic allies im the distribution of Federal patron- 
age. They can hardly be said to have hada 
Senge. ip they have stood around with bulg- 
ing eyes and watery mouths, expectant, eager, 
and anxious; but the Democrats have gobbled 
everything. Hence the Greenback disgruntle- 
ment. The second obstacle is the fluancial policy 
of the Cleveland Administration. This, of course, 
is utterly opposed te the wild notions of the av 
erage Greenbacker. They have, therefore, in 
their various county conventions and through 
their papers, denounced this policy without stint 
and have asserted that if the Democratic Con- 
vention indorsed this feature of the President’s 
policy be! would refuse to support a joint 
ticket with them. This, therefore, 1s 
to be the crucial point. To refuse to 
support the Administration fully would be 
cowardly on the partof the Democrats. They 
cannot place themselves in so contemptible a 
position. To fail explicitly to condemn the 
Cleveland-Manuing financial policy, the.Green- 
backers declare, will be to end all hope of nego- 
tiations. The problem will be to construct a 
straddlin declaration that shall plausibly 
achieve the apparently impossible feat of ac- 
complishing both these conditions. There is 
great confidence that this will be done, and the 
chances favor that view, but the developments 
of the preliminary cantass show beyond 
any question that the Greenback vote cannot be 
delivered in bulk as heretofore. Fusion, except 
on their terms, will be the signal for thousands 
of the rank and file to desert, There is a very 
ugly feeling among them ond nothing short of 
the unequivocal adoption of their views on the 
money question will satisfy them.

DISGUSTED WITH ROGERS' 


MR. GARLANDS ANSWER IN 
THE PAN ELEOTRIO SUIT. 
HE IS WILLING TO SURRENDER ALL 
y INTEREST IN THE CONCERN IF HE 

CAN BE RID OF ROGERS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Messrs. Morris, Earle, 
and Pugh, @8 solicitors for Attorney-General Gar- 
land, to-day filed his answer to the bill recently 
filed by J. Harris Rogers against Attorney-General 
Garland, Senator Harris, and others for a settlement 
of the affairs of the Pan Electric Telephone Com- 
pany. Mr. Garland, in his answer, denies in detail 
every material statement in the bill, and, calling at- 
tention to “ the scandalous and impertinent matter

in the bill,” says he must deeline to answer stich 
portions unless the court directs him to do so. In 
coucluding his answer, the Attorney-General says 
“that, being invited by one or more of his co-de- 
fendants to become interested in aiding to develop 
certain inventions of the complainant, he did, on or 
about Feb. 15, 1883, 
parties interested at the residence 
complainant, on Four and-a-Halfi-street, North- 
west, in this city, and that except this 
he attended only two other moetings, and that it 
was exceedingly probable that there are many de- 
tails of this business whereof he is wholly unin. 
formed, and as to all such matters he would rely 
with more confidences upon the books and records of 
the company than upon his own knowledge. That 
so faras he isaware the agreements of the parties 
as between themselves relative to this business 
were reduced to writing, and are fully and ecom- 
pletely set outin the contract dated March 13, 1883, 
whicli on his behalf was executed by his attorney 
in fact, Isham G. Harris.” The Attorney-Geuer- 


al further avers “ that he has paid the sum of money 
therein agreed by him to be paid, and in addition 
thereto some further sums or assessments made 
and all that were made by the parties to the contract 
named, and in pursuance thereof, aud for the pur- 
poses therein set out, And he entered into no other 
agreements of any kind in the premises with the 
complainant or any one else.” 

And he further says that he was impressed by the 
apparent usefulness of the inventions ant had great 
confidence in the legal validity of the patents, and 
believed that their validity would be judicially sus- 
tained in any litigation instituted for the purpose, 
and in that event fey would become very valuable 
if hon tly Managed on business principles; that 
until their legal validity was thus judicially estab- 
lished it was by himself and his co-defendants 
deemed unwise and improper to issue the stock of 
the ng f which had been duly and legally char- 
tered, and to which company said patents had been 
legally assigned in perceenee of the agreement: 
that the written contract hereinbefore referred to, 
the original whereof will be duly exhibited on 
the trial of this cause, was intended to and 
does carefully guard against such premature and 
improvident issue of scrip for the stock by provid- 
ing that ail of the stock slhiould be held jointly. Ho 
submits that said contract does not constitute a 
partnérship, but that it is an agreement between the 
parties thereto as to the obtaining of a charter for 
specitic purposes and for the management of certain 
interests thereof when chartered and organized 
thereunder, aud he submits to the court here the 
proper legal construction of aaid contract; that un- 

er and in pursdance of said contract the Pan 
Electric Telephone Company issued certificates 
showing that the different patties in interest were 
entitled to a certain number of shares of the capital 
stock of the Pan Electric oarpeny of the par value 
ot $100 each, as soon as the valiility of the patents is 
judicially determined in any litigation instituted for 
that purpose.

A NEW CIVIL SERVICE RULE. 
HOW APPLICATIONS FOR EXAMINATION 


MUST BE MADE. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Upon the advice of 


of the 


the Civil Service Commission President Cleveland - 


has amended Rule IX. of the amended civil service 
rules to read as follows: 


RULE IX. All applications forregular competi- 
tive examination for admission to the classified civil 
service must be made oh blank Zorms to bé pre- 
scribed by the commission. Requests for blank 
forms of application for competitivé examination for 
admission to the classified civil service, and all regu- 
lar applications for stich examination shall be 
made, (1) if for the classified departniental 
servicé to thé United States Civil Serv- 
ice Commission at Washington, D: C.; (2) 
if for the classified customs service, to the 
Civil Service Board of Examiners tor the customs 
district in which the person desiring to be examined 
wishes to enter the customs service; (3) if forthe 
classified Postal Service, to the Civil Service Board 
of Examiners for the Post Office at which the person 
foaixing to be examined wishes to enter the postal 
service. Reguests for blank forms of application to 
Customs and Postal Boards of Examiners must be 
in Mpbiabeg by the persous desiring examination, 
and such blank forms shall not be furnished to any 
other persouis. 

The commission, in submitting this rule, as amend. 
ed, gave to the President the following statement of 
reasons for advising the aineesthent; “Phe evils of 
this way of making Sppiiee ions have become ap- 
paretitto the commission. The applicaut whois a 
member of the party to which the appointing or 
nominating officer belongs expuses to that officér his 
poupoal opinions and affiliations by statements of 

hem, and the applicant whe 1s a mein- 
ber of the opposing party exposes his polit- 
ical opinions and affiliafions by his silence 
concerning them. After examination, when the 
notices of Standing have Been given, each of the ap- 
picants who have been passed makes baste to inform 
he appointing or*fominating officer of his standing. 
Thus that officer becomes iniornied not only of the 
political opinions and affiliations of all the appli- 
eants, but also of their relative standing on 
the eligible régisters. In this way he obtains all 
the. information he should not have—all le 
could acquire if he were the custodian of the 
registers. Ini this connection it may be stated that 
the commission has lately instructed its Customs 
and Postal Boards of Examiners not to pert: 
appointing or nominating oflicer or any other, per- 
son have possession of or have a copy of any 
eligible register—not to permit ‘the appointing or 
nominating officer to inspect or See any eligible 
register or a copy thereof. For reasons already 
héréin stated this order will be almost fiiga- 
to Rule LX, remains unchanged. Under 
Rule IX., as it is now written, the appointing 
or nominating officer can obtain information of the 
political opinions and affiliations, and of the grading 
of applicants; aid he is the person on whorh tle 
friends of the applicants exert partisan and personal 
influence to indiice the seléction by him of the ap- 

licants in whom they are interested, In this WW 
‘he appointing or nominating offiter may be led, 
without intention. on his part of wrongdoing, 
into violations of Rule VIII.—into  discrimi- 
nations in tavor of or against applicants on ac. 
count of their political opinions of affiliations. 
Under Rule [X., amended as herei above set forth, 
an appoiutiig or nominating officer would hot be 
furnished, as ke new is, in an opbaréntly legal 
manner, with information concerning applicants 
which he should not possess. Under this rile, if 
cmendon as suggested, all Applications would be 
made the boards of 6xaminers, 4nd applicants 
would havé no good reason for calling on either 
thé board or the appointing or noinibating officer 
after their standing had been ascertained, and 
notice thereof h been given to them. 
The commission has observed that members of 
boards of examiners, as well as appointmg and 
nominating officers, furnish blank forms for applica- 
tion to person! and political friends, not for their 
use, but for distribution among persons these friends 
désire to please. Thus many persons who have no 
desire to enter the civil service are induced to be- 
come applicants for admission, and in this 
to the t inconvenience of the

President CLEVELAND adhered to his prac- 
tice of carefully considering all bills sent to 
him to the last, and adopted the unusual 
course of filing memoranda explaining why 
he did not approve of those measures which 
were allowed to fail by the adjournment of 
Congress. One of them reached him after 
the session had ended, but he states, nev- 
ertheless, his disapproval of it and his rea- 
sons therefor. The most important measure 
after the surplus resolution which suffered 
a “pocket veto” was that providing for a 
public building at Annapolis. The Presi- 
dent has followed the uniform practice in 
regard to these bills of insisting upon proof 
that the public buildings provided for are 
needed. He says the only argument ad- 
vanced in favor of that at Annapolis was 
that every other State capital has one. 
That certainly does not prove that the 
business of the Federal Government at 
Annapolis makes one necessary. An illus- 
tration of the care with which bills for the 
payment of private claims are passed was 
afforded by the discovery that one of these 
claims provided for had already been paid 
once. A pension bill once vetoed was sent 
to him in a different form, but fared no 
better than before. The President’s con- 
scientiousness in the exercise of his power 
over legislation is worthy of all praise. 








New-Jersey politics seems to be uncom- 
monly mixed this year, and the Republicans 
of the State appear to have some hopes of 
coming out ahead in a quadrangular con- 


test. They claim that Gen. Fisk will draw 


about as many votes from the Democratic 
as from the Republican side, while the in- 
dependent Democrats, who are bitterly op- 
posed to the “‘ State House ring,” are threat- 
ening to make a nomination of their own 
for Governor in the person of ANDREW AL- 
BRIGHT. Assuming that this will be done, 
they. calculate that they can beat the regu- 
lar Democratic nominee with a good candi- 
fate. Ifit is true that Judge BUCHANAN 
“would run like a prairie fire,” they would 
certainly do well to nominate him in pref- 
erence to WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS, who 
would probably run like cold molasses.

The claim which SquIRE and his accom- 
plices make of their power over Gov. Hitt 
on account of his own entanglement in job- 
bery must be very gratifying to that gentle- 
man. He is not generally suspected of per- 
sonal corruption, and if his skirts are clear 
aelf-respect will demand that he make short 


work of these pretensions that he isin the 
power of the Squire gang. 


It appears from Attorney-General Gar- 
LAND’s answer to J. HARRIS ROGERs’s bill of 
complaint, that in February last he decided 
to give away his Pan Electric stock, ae for, 
the reasons which were regarded as eufti- 
cient by a great many persons, but because 
he had “ become fully satisfied by the gross 
misconduct of RoGrrs that the business of 
the company could not be properly and 
desirably managed.” The beginning of a 
Congressional investigation caused him 
“to continue in’ statu quo” until that 
investigation should be concluded. The 
end of the investigation came some 
time ago, but he still has the stock. His 
desire is now to wind up the business of the 
company. He will abide by the finding of 
the court, and he asks that if any of his 
stock shall remain it shall be canceled or 
surrendered to the company, to the end 
that he may be absolutely rid of the same 
and of Rocrers. How earnestly Mr. Gar- 
LAND must wish that he had never seen the 
versatile Rocrrs and become interested in 
his schemes! But the record has been made, 
and it cannot be blotted out. 

—_——— 

One more duty left by the founders of the 
Republic to a future generation has just 
been performed. The memorial to Baron 
De KALz, unveiled at Baltimore yesterday, 
was ordered by the Congress of the Confed- 
eration as long ago as 1780, on hearing the 
news of his death from a wound received in 
the unfortunate battle near Camden. In its 
regret for his loss Congress even composed 
at that time the exact epitaph to be put on 
the monument, but got no further than the 
inscription for more than a century. DE 
Kaxb’s name nevertheless has been kept 
fresh in popular memory in other ways. 
With the finishing of the Washington Mon- 
ument, the erection of the De Kalb statue, 
and the recent settlement by Congress of 
sundry claims dating back to the Revolu- 
tion or to the war of 1812, our generation 
cannot be accused of forgetting the heroes 
of the past in the mightier contest which it 
has been called upon itself to wage. 














Lord SAuisBpurRY is not intrinsically a 
ridiculous person, but it is to be feared that 
the concessions he felt himself forced to 
make in order to secure the support of Lord 
RANDOLPH CHURCHILL may result in mak- 
ing his Government ridiculous. The an- 
nouncement that “RANDY” is about to 
settle the Irish question by maturing a 
scheme for local self-government is all the 
more comic from the gravity with which 
it is made and considered. The plan of con- 
ciliating the Irish by offering them some- 
thing they do not want and by accusing 
them of ingratitude for not liking it is hope- 
less enough whoever brings it forward. No 
doubt Lord SarisBpury’s Ministry is equal 
to producing a scheme which shall at 
least be presentable in the House of 
Commons, but it is doubtful whether the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer will suffer the 
mutilation of his own project. If that proj- 
ect is presented as it lies in his own mind, 
Mr. GLADSTONE will have a measure of re- 
venge upon the Tories that ought to satisfy 
him in the opportunity to criticise the Tory 
measure in the House of Commons. 








MONEY IN THE TREASURY. 
If the Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
were to undertake to conduct the affairs of 
his department in accordance with the 
views of the newspapers of his own party 
he would land himself ina lunatic asylum 
and the Treasury would be plunged in 
bankruptcy within one-half of a twelve- 
month. If he were to seek refuge from this 
fate by trying to follow the advice of 
newspapers of the opposite party he would 
get along better, for the Republican jour- 
nals, as @ rule, are far more sensible and in- 
formed than the Democratic journals on this 
class of topics, but evenin this case the Act- 
ing Secretary would have a pretty hard 
time of it. For, unfortunately, there are a 
certain number of Republican papers, most- 
ly of the local organ variety, who imagine 
that it is their duty to use any weapon they 
can lay their hands on against an opponent, 
and that it is sound policy to blame him for 
doing right if they cannot catch him doing 
wrong. 

Both the average Democratic organs, under 
bonds to the ignorance, or assumed igno- 
rance, of the greater number of their readers, 
and the extreme partisan Republican or- 
gans have been dinging away ever since the 
Morrison resolution regarding the surplus 
was brought in against the iniquity of keep- 
ing large quantities of money in the Treas- 
ury. A favorite illustration of this theme is 
with them the case of a merchant who keeps 
money lying idle in bank or in his safe when 
he has outstanding debts which he can pay 
at discretion. This looksplausible. A good 
many very sensible men will say: “ Cer- 
tainly, a merchant who will do thatis a 
great fool,” and glide easily te the conclu- 
sion that it is equally foolish for the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to keep money 
in the vaults with which he could pay 
bonds bearing interest and subject to call. 
But there is really no analogy. The posi- 
tion of the Treasury is not that of the mer- 
chant, or anything like it, and no merchant 
could, if he tried, get himself into the posi- 
tion of the Treasury. The difference lies in 
the fact thata large part of the “money” 
held by the Treasury is money only by force 
oflaw, and forthe payment of debts, but 
has not the intrinsic value of money, and if 
forced upon the country, with no limit upon 
the coining of it, would notserve the pur- 
poses of money. The Secretary is bound to 
consider that fact, and under the present 
Administration it always has been consid- 
ered, to the great advantage of the country 
and to the honor of the Treasury. 

There is a very general idea that the 
United States Government can act like an 
ordinary person, and has revenues, expend- 
itures, and debts, like such a person. But 
the Government is only an agent for the 
performance of certain functions necessary 
to the welfare of all, and collects and dis- 
burses the money needed in doing this work. 
The money comes from the people and is 
theirs. The Treasury only holds it in trust 
and ought not to use it in a way to hurt 
the people. Now it happens that under the 





present laws much’ of the money in the. 


Treasury comes only indirectly from the 
people, i. ¢, the taxes paid by the people 
are expended for silver bullion, and this is 
coined arbitrarily into silver dollars. These 
dollars have about 71 cents’ worth each of 
silver in them, and if they were forced out 
they would soon sink to that level. These 
dollars are maintainéd at a level with gold 
only because they are practically redeemed 
in gold. by the Treasury—that is to say, they 
are received for Government dues at the 
same value as gold, and they are not paid 
out unless some creditor wishes them. If the 
Treasury were to begin now and pay them 
out to all comers for all dues they would 
gradually go down to their intrinsic value. 
Undoubtedly if there were a definite limit 
to the amount of silver dollars, even though 
it were’ avery liberal limit and they were 
kept a legal tender for debts, the country 
could use large quantities of them at par. 
As to paying them from the Treasury, that 
is a matter that will regulate itself. The 
Acting Secretary will naturally pay out all 
the money he can fairly spare without de- 
ranging the currency. He will also pay out 
silver dollars if there is any demand for 
them. These are the principles of common 
sense and common honesty. It is very fort- 
unate for the country that they are ob- 
served by the Administration. 








THE MAYORS POWER OF RE- 
MOVAL. 

Every one must have been impressed 
during the hearing before the Mayor on 
the charges against Commissioner SQUIRE 
with the absurdity of that construction 
of the law which requires that there shall 
be a judicial trial in such cases. The 
Mayor has the power to appoint heads of 
departments, the purpose being to centre 
in him the responsibility for the adminis- 
tration of the city. If he cannot remove 
the head of a department whom he 
finds in office, or even one of his own 
appointment, when he finds him inefficient 
or coirupt, his responsibility is seriously 
impaired. The power of removal ought to 
be as complete and untrammeled as the 
power of appointment. In no other way 
can the Mayor be made to feel that he is 
really responsible or be held by the people 
to a full accountability for the conduct 
of the municipal administration. The law 
in regard toremovals ought to be so modified 
as to be in harmony with the law relating to 
appointments. The Mayor should be re- 
quired in making removals to state the 
causes of his action and to give the official 
charged with misconduct an opportunity 
to make his answer to the charges, in order 
that there may be a record of the case upon 
which its merits may be judged by the peo- 
ple. But a judicial trial where the tribunal 


surdity, and the requirement of the Govern- 
or’s approval is in conflict with the prin- 
ciples of local self-government and of an un- 
divided responsibility in the Mayor. 

It is our belief that it was the intention 
of the present law to put upon the Mayor 
only the check involved in stating the 
causes of his action and permitting the ac- 
cused ‘to explain, and in making his de- 
cision subject’ to the approval of the 
Governor.. The language of the law is that 
the heads of departments ‘“‘ may be removed 
by the Mayor for cause and after op- 
portunity to be heard, subject, however, 
before such removal shall take effect 
to the approval of the Governor in writing, 
The Mayor shall in all cases communicate 
to the Governor in writing his reasons for 
such removal.” Thé meaning of this is per- 
fectly plain on itsface. If it was intended 
that-an “opportunity to be heard” should 
mean a judicial trial on formal charges 
some provision would have been made for 
regulating that process, and the record of 
the'case would have to be sent to the Gov- 
ernor,.and not simply the Mayor’s reasons 
for making the removal. 

Itis generally assumed that the Court of 
Appeals decided in the case of Police Com- 
missioner NICHOLS that there must be a judi- 
cial trial with all the forms and privileges 
pertaining thereto. Judge DANFORTH in 
his opinion submitted in that case gave ex- 
pression to views of that kind, but there 
was no decision on the question, for it was 
not in issue before the court. So far as that 
tribunal is concerned the point has never 
been adjudicated. A brief review of that 
case will make this clear. Mayor CooPER 
in 1879 removed Commissioner NICHOLS 
for causes which he stated, and gave him 
an opportunity to appear before him and 
explain, but refused to allow him to appear 
by counsel and have a judicial trial. Judge 
WESTBROOK, sitting as Special Term Judge 
at Chambers, granted a writ of certiorari 
for the review of the proceedings before 
the Mayor, to determine whether they were 
in accordance with the law. He shortly 
afterward granted an order requiring the 
Mayor to show cause why judgment should 
not be given reversing his action and re- 
instating the Commissioner. On appli- 
cation of the Mayor the General 
Term intervened and granted a writ 
of prohibition forbidding Judge West- 
BROOK from hearing the motion for judg- 
ment and the Commissioner from applying 
to him for judgment, on the ground that it 
was the practice to hear such motions only 
at General Term or at Special Term for the 
trial of enumerated cases,and never at Cham- 
bers. It was on this that the appeal was 
taken and the only effect of the decision of 
the Court of Appeals was to determine that 
motions for judgment on writs of certiorari 
might be heard and decided at Chambers. 
All that was said regarding the merits of the 
case before the Mayor was purely obiter. 
At the very next session of the Legisla- 
ture an amendment was made,to the Code 
of Civil Procedgre requiring all such motions 
as those in controversy to be heard at Gen- 
eral Term. : 

The action of the Supreme Court on the 
merits of the Nichols case was left untram- 
meled by the Court of Appeals except so far 
asthe Judges were affected by the obiter 
dicta of Judge DanForTH. Judge Law- 
RENCE decided in favor of NICHOLS, and 
Judges BRapy and BARRETT, of the General 
Term, sustained the decision, but the com- 
mon-sense view of the law was set forth by 
Judge Davis in a dissenting opinion. 
He characterized the statements of the 
_Court of Appeals on the merits of the 
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learned Judge,” to which he did*not feel 

bound to yield his judgment. He said: 

| “In my opinion the charter provides a sim- 
ple and effective mode for the removal of 
heads of departments, by the Mayor, who is 
the representative of the whole people of 
the city. It was not, I think, intended to 
provide a judicial proceeding, but a sum- 
mary administrative one by which the May- 
or, after giving the officer ‘an opportunity 
to be heard,’ could remove ‘for cause,’ with 
all the promptitude any exigency might 
require, provided his action received the 
approval of the Governor. The require- 
ment of such approval was deemed a suffi- 
cient safeguard against inconsiderate, un- 
just, or partisan action on the part of the 
Mayor. I have no doubt it was the inten- 
tion of the Legislature that the Mayor might 
act upon his own knowledge or observation 
of the misconduct or inefficiency of an of- 
cer whenever it became, in his judgment, 
sufficient cause, and the officer should fail, 
on opportunity given, to show a satis- 
factory excuse or explanation. This con- 
struction would secure to the city an 
efficient Government, under which the 
heads of departments could be held to a re- 
sponsibility that would make them the 
servants and not the masters of the people. 
The contrary construction has worked in- 
finite mischief under the false idea that the 
title of an officer to his place is a matter su- 
perior in importance to the right of the peo- 
ple to have and enforce performance of the 
duties of the office.” 

We have no doubt that this is the sound 
view of the present law. The Court of Ap- 
peals has never rendered a decision to the 
contrary, and might not on a thorough 
presentation of that issue, but the law 
ought to be made explicit and put beyond 
the reach of question. 





THE KNIGHTS’ POLIOY. 

Mr. POWDERLY, General Master Workman 
of the Knights of Labor, has given to the 
public in the form of an interview along 
statement concerning the condition and 
policy of the order, with some predictions 
as to what will be done at the coming 
tenth annual convention. There are parts 
of this statement which are very interest- 
ing just at this time and to members of labor 
organizations in this city. The recent 
contest between District Assembly No. 49, 
Knights of Labor, and a group of its 
members who were maintaining a trades 
union has directed the attention of work- 
ingmen to the policy of the Knights with 
regard to trades unions and also to the fea- 
sibility of uniting upon a broad common 
ground in one organization workingmen of 
all pursuits and all grades of skill and in- 
telligence. 

Mr. POWDERLY says: ‘‘Some men who la- 
bor, as well as men who know nothing about 
labor, are of the opinion that the Knights of 
Labor stand as a menace to the trades 
unions. No greater mistake was ever made. 
Men who belong to the trades unions, and 
who are good and honored members of their 
trades societies, have written it upon the 
constitution of the Knights of Labor that it 
is higher, grander, and nobler than a, mere 
trades union, for it recognizes the right of 
every man and woman whom God created 
to become a member and partake of such 
benefits as it has to give.” 

But the public and the workingmen di- 
rectly interested must judge the order by 
its open acts, and if those acts do not agree 
with Mr. POWDERLY’s statement, that state- 
ment can have very little weight. Isita 
mistake to hold that the orderis a menace 
to trades unions? Has Mr. POWDERLY 
heard of the war between District Assem- 
bly No. 49 and the 4,000 Knights in this 
city who were members of the Cigarmakers’ 
Progressive Union? Itis the avowed policy 
of the Knights of Laborin this city to put 
an end to the existence of trades unions. 
Because the cigarmakers who had become 
Knights refused to abolish their trades union 
District Assembly No. 49 deliberately and 
tyrannically deprived them of work. It 
drove them out of their shops into the street. 
It said to them: “If you will not break up 
your trades union you shall not be allowed 
to earn bread for your families and your- 
selves.” And not until the lock-out caused 
by the District Assembly promised to ruin 
the manufacturers who had been induced 
to assist the assembly were the cigarmakers 
able to return to their benches. Does Mr. 
POWDERLY know what the policy of his 
order toward trades unions is in the greatest 
city of the United States? Has the order 
one policy here and another policy in some 
other place? 

It is very plain that the hostile attitude 
of the order—or at least of those who direct 
its affairs here and are said to control its Ex- 
ecutive Board—toward trades unions threat- 
ens to become the cause of bitter conflict in 
the ranks, and possibly of disintegration. 
It is leading strong trades unions to look 
more and more to the preservation of their 
organizations for protection and advantage 
and less and less to the order over which 
Mr. POWDERLY presides. It may be the rock 
upon which that order will split. The se- 
lection, on Sunday last, of a member of 
the order who was known to be hostile to 
trades unions to be Marshal of the parade 
on Labor Day caused a very prominent 
trades union in this city, second to none in 
the country in the intelligence and skill 
and industry of its members, to withdraw 
from all participation in the arrangements 
and to urge all labor organizations to join 
it in making a separate parade. Typo- 
graphical Union No. 6 repudiates this Mar- 
shal because he “is an active member of an 
organization which has shown itself to be 
antagonistic to the principles of trades 
unionism.” 

These are recent manifestations in this 
city of the policy of the Knights toward 
trades unions and of the opposition which 
that policy has excited. There have been 
many other signs of an impending conflict 
upon this ground. Have they all escaped 
the attention of Mr. PowpERLY? Is not 
such a conflict the inevitable result of a 
policy that looks to the complete absorption 
of workingmen of all grades of skill and in- 
telligence and of all pursuits in one 
great organization? Mr. PoOwDERLY 
says that at the coming convention 
“the scavenger who cleans the 
street, the man who paves the street, the 
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and many of the professions will be repre- 
sented.” Can he and his associates find a 
common ground broad enough for all to 
stand upon? It is a great and fascinating 
idea, but is it possible to put it into practice 
successfully ? Not unless the order shows 
more good sense and. skill and regard for 
justice than it has shown here, and, for 
that matter, in many other places. 
Intelligent: workingmen who know what 
the rewards of skill and well directed in- 
dividual ‘effort are in this country, who 
have learned what organization in their 
own trades can do:for them, will not con- 
sent to surrender the rights which the 
cigarmakers were commanded to give up, 
and to be merged into an order whose rul- 
ing spirits are despots striving to place all 
members upon the same level. It may be 
that the order will eventually find a com- 
mon ground upon which all can stand with- 
out surrendering rights which they cher- 
ish, but it does not now appear that the dis- 
covery of Such a common ground is near at 
hand. 








CANOE SAILING. 


Canoe sailing is avowedly and exclusive- 
ly apastime. It1s8 true that the canoe, even 
of civilization, may be a very handy ve- 
hicle for penetrating such wildernesses as 
are provided with navigable waters, but it 
is not likely that any explorer whose pur- 
pose were other than that of enjoying him- 
self has taken or will take a canoe, either of 
the paddling or the sailing variety, as the 
best contrivance for getting anywhere. 

But what is thus true of canoes is very 
nearly as tyne of yachts. While the com- 
merce of the world was mainly carried on in 
sailing vessels there was some validity in 
the pretension of yachtsmen that they were 
fulfilling a utilitarian purpose. Yacht ra- 
cing did something of the same service for 
commerce that horse racing did for traffic 
on highways. The experiments in models 
and rig carried on at their own cost 
by men of wealth and leisure had 
results that practical shipbuilders and ship- 
masters could make available. The im- 
provement in the breed of that noble ani- 
mal, the yacht, had more or less effect upon 
the modeling of ships. Now, however, that 
the trade of the world is done so largely by 
steam and is so plainly destined to be done 
exclusively by steam, the yaeht owners are 
no longer justified in pretending that they 
are engaged in anything more serious than 
a manly and exciting sport. 

The international races of sailing canoes 
to be sailed on the St. Lawrence and in New- 
York Bay are in one sense more interesting 
than the contests between sailboats of a lar- 
ger growth for the America’s Cup. There are 
very few men in any community who have 
at once the inclination and the ability to 
own yachts, and there are many thousands 
of young men who can afford to own and 
can learn to sail canoes, and in the points 
of coolness, dexterity, and judgment 
canoe sailing is quite as exacting a sport 
as yacht sailing. The impulse given to 
yachting by the visit of the Galatea may re- 
sult in the building of half a dozen big 
sloops for next season in New-York and Bos- 
ton. The result of the canoe races ought to 
be the building of hundreds of new canoes 
in all parts of the country where there is 
water enough to float them and room 
enough to sail them. 

Young Americans already engaged in the 
sailing of canoes. ought to be especially 
gratified by the visit of Mr. WARINGTON 
BADEN-POWELL. Mr. BADEN-POWELL is the 
father of canoe sailing in America as well as 
in England. His account of the Nautilus 
and her performances had the same effect 
in stimulating the building of sailing 
canoes as Mr. McGREGOR’s previous 
reports of the cruises of the Rod 
Roy had had in developing the paddling 
canoe. The New-York Canoe Club was in 
effect founded by Mr. BADEN-POWELL. His 
book comprised its articles of faith, and the 
first little fleet of the New-York Club 
merely multiplied his Nautilus in model 
and in rig. Since then an evolution 
in sailing canoes has been going on 
upon both sides of the Atlantic, so that 
there are very wide variations between the 
racing canoes brought over by Mr. BapEN- 
PowELL and Mr. STEWART and the canoes 
that they will meet. No doubt each side 
will be found to have much to learn from 
the other, whatever the event of the races 
may be. 

Anything that tends to popularize canoe- 
ing in this country is to be commended. 
The number and extent of our inland waters 
practicable for canoe sailing make this 
country the paradise of canoe sailers. 
Though the development of American canoe 
sailing since the first impulse was given to 
it by Mr. BADEN-POWELL has been very 
considerable, it has not been so great as it 
should be, and as it is to be hoped the visit 
of the English canoeists will help to make 
it hereafter. 








THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 


The rumor that Germany and Austria 
have become suspicious of the third mem- 
ber of the triple alliance and will hence- 
forth keep a close watch on this selfish 
partner in their joint transactions has a 
basis of plausibility in recent facts. Mus- 
covite machinations on the Afghan frontier 
might be regardéd as an individual enter- 
prise outside of the partnership scope,-but 
the sudden closing of the port of Batoum 
touched the Berlin treaty, and Russia’s atti- 
tude in the Balkan troubles is not reas- 
suring té the policy of peace on which the 
two other empires are: bent. 

If this subject was considered at the late 
meeting of the Emperors at Gastein, we are 
nevertheless not to: look for a formal rupt- 
ure with their ambitious associate.. The 
suggestion of most interest is that England 
may bé tacitly treated henceforth as a sort 
of silent partner in the imperial firm, and 
consulted in preference to the actual mem- 
ber, who can no longer be trusted. Such an 
‘arrangement, referred to by the Econo- 
mist, would no doubt be accompa- 
nied with difficulties, one of which is 
England’s aversion to being very deeply 
involved in the complications of Conti- 


-nental politics, while another is the con- 


stant changes of administration, and 
hence of foreign policy. to which she 











is subject. Still, ner mverests In _pre- 
serving international peace on existing 
bases are greater, if possible, than those even 
of Germany and Austria; her word, also, 
when given, can be trusted; her diplomacy 
is habitually sincere and straightforward, 
even when deemed insular and self-seeking. 
And that England is far from having 
vacated her position in European affairs is 
clear from the prominent part she took both 
in settling the quarrel between Prince ALEX- 
ANDER and the Sultan and in procuring the 
disarming of Greece. 

While Balkan affairs are once more tran- 

quil the embers of old fires still glow and 
need only to be brought together and blown 
upon by some mischief maker to start into 
flame. All the countriesin Southeastern Eu- 
rope have taken warning to provide for fresh 
contingencies. Turkey has given Krupr a 
large order for guns and talks of buying sev- 
eral hundred thousand American rifles. Rou- 
mania is said to have obtained leave to pro- 
cure three million cartridges from ROTH, of 
Presburg. M. TRICOUPIS recently spoke of 
Greek claims as only held in abeyance, and 
this fact, with alleged Russian intrigues 
in Macedonia, may have, stimulated the oc- 
cupation of the latter by Turkey with a 
strong army corps. It is felt that Russia 
cannot be content with the present settle- 
ment of the Balkan question. Her policy 
for years had been the formation of a power- 
ful Bulgaria under her own patronage, 

which at the moment she might give the 

word would practically carry her at one 

leap into Macedonia without the long in- 

termediate struggle found necessary in her 
last war with Turkey. The big Bulgaria has 
been formed, but without heraid and against 
her protest. Bulgarian union has been 
accomplished under a soldierly sovereign 
who has taken up the gage of personal hos- 
tility thrown down to him by the Czar, and 
has rallied his people around him under the 
policy of independence instead of subserv- 
iency to Russia. His people see that their 
present nominal allegiance to the Porte will 
constantly grow weaker until it issues in 
absolute autonomy, while dependence on 
Russia would grow heavier and probably 
result in absorption in the great empire. 

Thus the whole existing tendency is to 
make what Russia had counted upon as a 
stepping stone in her path to Constantinople 
a formidable obstacle. And the restless 
energy of Prince ALEXANDER renders this 
obstacle the greater as time goes on. His 
bold declaration not long ago that Bulga- 
rian union had been achieved is followed 
by acts to which the Russian repre- 
sentative has called the Porte’s atten- 
tion as violations of the organic laws of 
Roumelia. Yet the Porte does not intervene, 
and instead of manifesting a disposition to 
control the Balkan passes with Turkish sol- 
diers, plainly trusts for its northern defense 
no longer to the line of the Balkans, but to 
Bulgaria itself. It would hardly be strange 
in case of Russian aggression to find old 
conditions reversed, and Roumelia, Bulga- 
ria, and Turkey combined to resist such ag- 
gression. 

The certainty that Russia cannot be satis- 
fied with this position of the Balkan prob- 
lem, and her ominous naval preparations on 
the Black Sea; may well have led Germany 
and Austria to consider seriously how far 
she can be relied on as a member of the 
triple alliance to support a policy of peace,

“HELD BY THE ENEMY.” 

“Held by the Enemy,” a five-act: drama 
by Mr. William Gillette, was brought out at the 
Madison-Square Theatre last evening in the 
presence of an assemblage that filled the 
house. As a large proportion of the audi- 
ence was made up of actors, generally the 
least discriminative of all thentregoers, the per- 
formance of the play was received ina most 
femonstrative fashion; but under any circum- 
stances, and by any audience, Mr. Gillette’s work 
would have been followed with respectful 
attention from first to last. It is 
not profound in its revelation of hu- 
man experience, its pathos is not deep, its 
humor is very trifling and elusive. Its literary 
mérit is: small, though the language used is often 
terse and forcible, and few hackneyed theatrical 
expressions are brought into service. The play, 
in short, is neither very brilliant nor very 


strong; but it has positive merit. It tells a story 
of war, but its theme is the human heart, and 
the military trappings are left in the back- 
ground. The fable concerns the love two sol- 
diers bear for the same woman. One, a Confed- 
erate officer, has been betrothed to her since 
childhood; the other is a Colonel in the 
Union Army. In the course of his 
duty the Union lover is. compelled to 
arrest the other as a spy within the enemy’s 
lines, and thereafter he has to give evidence. ia 
court-martial sufficient to convict the Confeder- 
ate lover, who in the absence of that evidence 
would be saved from death, and held as a pris- 
oner of war. The woman, loved by both, de- 
nounces the Colonel before the court, and tells 
of his declaration of love for her, thus 
ascribing to him a motive for wishing the other 
out of the way. But the magnanimous spy will not 
see a brave soldier suffering under such an impu- 
tation. He confesses he is a spy, and declares that 
he glories in it. So the Colonel’s character is saved 
and his rival is condemned to-be banged. The 
Colonel does all he can to save his foe, but every 
honorable effort fails, and he will do nothing dis- 
honorable. When the girl comes to his tent and 
promises to be his wife if he will help her South- 
ern lover to escape he spurns her. But the girl 
herself conceives a plan of escape, and itis nearly 
carried out. Thespyis in the hospital suffer- 
ing from a severe wound. At her instigation 
he simulates death. She obtains a permit to 
carry a body through the lines, signed by the 
Major-General in command. The brigade sur- 
eon, however, interferes; he respects the 
nmeral’s order, but he thinks it wise 
to examine the body. This the Colo- 
nel forbids; he knows nothing of the 
circumstances, but he knows that the woman he 
loves has a right to the custody of the 
body of the man he thinks she loves, and 
he protects that right, orfiering the dis- 
senting Surgeon under afrest. Here the 
Major-General himself interferes, when the 
Surgeon charges the Colonel with participation 
in aconspiracy.

STANDARD THEATRE. 

_“The Maid and the Moonshiner” is the 
title of a so-called comic opera, written by 
Charles H. Hoyt and composed by Edward Solo- 
mon, and presented for the first time last even- 
ing at the Standard Theatre in the presence 
of an audience thatcame to pay and remained 
to scoff. Mr. Hoyt is the author of sev- 
eral conglomerations of American street 
humor, each of which contains a good 
basic idea, some effective farcical situations, 
and occasional funny lines. In each of them 
Mr. Hoyt has failed to produce dramatic coher- 
ency. The new opera presents precisely the 
same characteristic features as his other works. 
It contains ideas suggestive of wide possibilities, 
which Mr. Hoyt has not succeeded in grasping. 
Like all his other productions, and also like the 
earth before the creation, it is without form and 
void. It may be that the author possesses the 
skill of an accomplished playwrient but if he 
does he has contrived to hide his light under a 
bushel of the saddest dialogue ever heard on the 
New-York stage. Mr. Hoyt has been credited 
with cy! that he was not afraid to 
imitate Mr. Gilbert. He need not be; noone 
will ever suspect him of doing it. The climaxes 
of his acts are absolutely pointless; his situa- 
tions come to naught and tend nowhere, and his 
dialogue is a weariness to the flesh. As for his 
lyrics, while  f are occasionally very happy 
in the matter of humor, they do not revel in 
riches of rhythm. Mr. Hoyt§should hire a gram- 
marian to sow some prosody in.the wild field 
of his fancy. As for Mr. Solomon's music, 
if the tru must be told, it is highly 
discreditable to a man who has done such 
clever and entertaining work. -There is one soli- 
tary bit of tuneful, flowing music in the whole 
work, and that is of acheap and inferior order. 
The performance was in every way_worthy of 
the work. Miss Lillian Russell acted an innoc- 
uous lin her customary easy-going style, 
dressed brilliantly, looked-as handsome as an 
artist’s model, and sang her music admirably. 
Mr. John E. Brand, a graceful, manly actorand a 
good baritone, was excellent as the leader of the 
moonshiners, in which réle: he had scant oppor- 
tunity to display his ability. Mr. Fred Solomon 
was good in a small part, and there praise must 
stop. Mr. James Radcliffe appeared as Col. Pey- 
ton, a Virginia gentleman, and presented a vul- 
garand senseless caricature of something evi- 
dently designed by the author to be a cross be- 
tween a mule driver and a Vermont politi- 
cian. Mr. Tony Hart, who was manifestly 
intended- to -be a special attraction and 
for whom the gallery was primed, failed lament- 
2 @ sub-moonshiner. He was not funny, 
and he could not sing. The chorus was accept- 
able both in appearance and singing, but the or 
chestra was inefficient. The opera was put upon 
the stage in Mr. Duft’s usual generous style, but 
he has wasted his substance in a desert without 
ap air.

BIJOU OPERA HOUSE. 


“Soldiers and Sweethearts,” a mon- 
strosity called on the house bill “a musical 
comedy,” was produced at the Bijou last even- 
ing. Just why it is called a musical comedy no 
one who saw it can say. There was no comedy, 
and the less said of the music the greater will 
be the kindness shown the composer. Plot there 
Was none, and the acts were made up and 
thrown together in a manner which showed 


that the authors knew little’ of _stage- 
craft and less of what constitutes humor. 
The offenders in this direction were Miss Susie 
Russell and Mr. Owen Westford, who appeared 
in what were designed to be soubrette and com- 
edy characters. Their acting was fully as bad 
as their play writing. Lugubrious as were the 
efforts of the authoress-actress, they were 
hilarious as compared with the horse play of 
her associate in dramatic crime. And of the 
lesser lights who glimmered about these 
blazing stars, the only one that twinkled 
at all was Mr. Henry V. Donnelly, who 

layed the part of an orderly with an Irish 

rogue when he talked and a Yankee twang 
when he sang, and_twinkled in spite of the part, 
because there is real humor and genuine comedy 
concealed somewhere -in his 200-pound carcass, 
even though the part would not permit him to 
show it, exceptin the topical song in the third 
act, when. it did ooze out, This song, an Ama- 
zons’ chorus in the same act, and a burlesque 
Italfan opera duet in the first act were the only 
bits of music that were bearable. The rest of 
the work of the alleged composer, George 
Schlieffarth, consisted of aseries of very feeble 
airs thrown into the reputed comedy as if with a 
pitchfork, regardless of where it struck. The 
authors neglected to construct any plot, so there 
were no situations to bother the composer and 
interfere with his putting in his cheap ballad 
music at random. He threw it in great 
lumps when the characters are supposed 
to be giving a charitable operatic entertainment 
in the. soldiers’ barracks. Fortunately Mr. 
Bchlief orgot to inflict any choruses upon his 
auditors. tevening the claque which tried 
to cheer up the amateurs in the cast was well 
distributed through the house and did their work 
well, but the-audience wouldn’t respond, and the 
gloom wasn’t dispelled even by the handsome 
officer’s uniform which incased Miss Sylvia Ger- 
tish’s shapely form.

Hamo Thornycroft’s ‘‘The Sower,” a 
statue exhibited at the Royal Academy, 1886, 
with “A Nunnery—Bruges,” painted by K. 
Meyer, are the leading illustrations of the Sep- 
tember number of the Magazine of Art. Once a 
steel engraving or a stipple were alone sup-

An interesting article is one on “Art in 
Australia”—of which in this country we know 
nothing about.

POLITICS IN NEW-JERSEY. 


COMPLICATIONS WHICH MAY RESULT IN 
REPUBLICAN VICTORY. 


TRENTON, Aug. 16.—The ‘Republican 
leaders are strongly in favor of the removal of 
the State Executive Committee’s headquarters 
to this cit}. The headquarters are now in Tav- 
lor’s Hotel, Jersey City, where are also the 
rooms of the Democratic State Committee. The 
closeness of the association is objected to, and 
another argument in favorof removal is that 
Trenton is a more central point. As many Dem- 
ocrats are joining the Prohibition movement, es- 
pecially in the northern counties of the State, 
and as the boom of Andrew Albright for Goverh- 
or is taking on serious proportions, the Repub- 
licans are more hopeful than ever of cleaning 
out the State House ring this Fall. 
Albright is the choice of thousands of inde- 
pendent Democrats. They are perfectly well 
aware that the regular Democratic nomination 
is far out of his reach, and a convention at 
which he will be nominated is among the early 
probable events. With him as the candidate of 
the independent Democrats there will be four 
nominees for Governor in the tleld. The dissen- 
sions in the Democratic Party. have put out of 
the question the nomination of any of their 
leaders. Gov. Abbett and Senator McPherson, 
with the aid of Miles Ross, will prevent the 
selection of any one satisfactory to State 
Secretary Kelsey and H. 8. ittle, and 
the latter will bar the way of any man 
known to sympathize with the other clique. 
A dark horse will probably be sprung on the con- 
vention. Gen. Fitz John Porter is said to be in 
training for the race, the rubbing down, spong- 
ing, and dieting being done by Secretary Kelsey, 
who is by common consent the sharpest political 
jockey in New-Jersey. Fitz John Porter’s name 
may create enthusiasm in the convention equal 
in intensity to that which prevailed when Gen. 
McClellan’s name was proposed and his portrait 
was letdown from the flies of the theatre in 
which the cheering delegates sat, but the exn- 
berant feeling would not extend to the Demo- 
cratic voters of the State. There are many thou- 
— of them who do not believe in Fitz John 

-orter. 

As for the Republicans, they want William 
Walter Pneips for their candidate, not because 
he bas a *“har'l’” with a bulging bung, but be- 
cause they deem him their strongest. man.- He 
was Willing to accept the nomination until Gen. 
Clinton B. Fisk was nominated by the Prohibi- 
tionists; then he concluded that a seat in Con- 
gress was good enough for him. But now that 
he knows that the Prohibition sword has devel- 
oped two edges, one as keen as the other, and 
that the Democrats concede their side of the 
blade to be sharp, he is said to be willing to take 
the chance of a defeat for the Governorship. 
Judge Buchanan, who represents the Second 
District in Congress, is also spoken of by many 
for the Republican nomination. There is no 
doubt that he would run like a prairie fire. He 
is one of those fortunate politicians in whom all 
the people, irrespective of party affiliation, have 
tne strongest contidence. He was an upright 
Judge when he was on the bench, and he has al- 
ways been a sound lawyer. A strong sympa- 
thizer with the people in their struggle for re- 
forms, heisespecially popular with the labor 
element. Ifthe nomination were given to him 
the Republicans would have a@ better chance of 
carrying the State than they have had at any 
time since the war.

NON-UNION MEN .ASSAULTED. 

SALEM, Mass., Aug. 16.—To-day ends the 
fifth week of the great lockout and strike 
of the tanners and ‘curriers of Salem 
and Peabody, and there is apparently 
no sign of weakening on the part 
of the manufacturers. The sacking point is the 
circular which the manufacturers have posted. 
They will not take it down, and the men say 
they would rather starve than go to work while 
itis posted. Although on account of a vigorous 
police service no concerted riotous actions are 
carried on, yet the cowardly plan of attacking 
non-union men is still continued. These assaults 
come from such unexpected places that the po- 
lice protection seems to be of no. avail. This 
morning Thomas Bott, employed in J. A. Lord’s 
tannery, was struck by a stone, knocked 
down, and seriously injured by the strikers. 
Martin Shea, the engineer at Treadwell’s, failed 
to show up ay. _He was found at 
home pounded black and blue. and, 
unable to move. He admitted that he 
could not identify his assailants. Several minor 
assaults were reported during the day. This 
evening the police managed to capture 
James A. Riley for assaulting a non-union 
workman on Boston-street, and had just got 
him locked up when they swooped down on 
Richard Barry, who had just knocked downa 
non-union man with astone at his boarding 
house. These riotous acts keep the publicin 
constant dread of more serious outbreaks.

ONE OF THE BRUSH ELEC- 
- TRIO PLANTS BURNED. 

THE BUILDING IN ELIZABETH-STREET 
QUICKLY DESTROYED—A LARGE PART 
OF THE CITY LEFT WITH ONLY GAS. 
It required only 10 minutes last night for 
fire to spread to all parts of the Brush Electric 
Tluminating Company’s building at Nos. 204 to 
210 Elizabeth-street, and in one hour the entire 
establishment was completely wrecked and 
many tenement houses and the Young Men’s 
Institute, at No. 222 Bowery, had narrowly 
escaped destruction. The buildings occupied 
by the illuminating company were on the 
site of the old Elizabeth-street slaughter house. 
More recently the premises were occupied by 
James Buchan & Co., soap and chemical manu- 
facturers, and when the Brush Company acquired 
them it retained the three-story buildings Nos. 
208 and 210 in the condition in which Buchan & 
Co. left them, and tore down Nos. 204 and 206, 
building on their site a two-story boiler room. 


The plant thus established was 100 feet square, 
and cost, with the buildings, about $223,000. 

The fire started last night just before 7:30 
o’clock in the shafting room on the second floor 
of No. 208 Elizabeth-street. The only theory as 
to its origin was friction of machinery. The fire- 
men answered the alarm promptly, but the floors 
ot the old three-story building were grease- 
soaked in the time of Buchan & Co. There was 
much parafiine stored on the second and third 
floors, so that in five minutes the structure was 
ablaze in every part above the ground 
floor and it was impossible to prevent the flames 
from reaching the boiler building. Much anxiety 
was evinced in regard to the condition of the 10 
boilers in this structure. Chief Engineer William 
Wright had at the first alarm made them 
safe, but the rumor that they would 
blow up reached the squalid Italian rookery 
of four houses at Nos. 200 and 202 
Elizabeth-street, in which were about 240 per- 
sons, and they all frantically endeavored to re- 
move their possessions to places of safety. They 
‘were spoiling as much property as they were 
saving when the police of the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct, who were rapidly reinforced by the re- 
serves of the Fifteenth, Seventeenth, Tenth, and 
Sixth Precincts, stopped them, and by their ex- 
ample demonstrated that there was no peril. 
There was also a panicand much moving of 
household goods in the five-story tenement 
houses from No. 212 Elizabeth-street to Prince- 
street and inthe five-story houses in Prince- 
street, from Elizabeth-street to near the Bowery, 
and the police had to be rough in order to pre- 
vent general demora)jization. ’ 

At the Young Men’s Institute Superintendent 
C. H. Sage nipped a panic in the bud, rallied the 
members, got the standing fire extinguishing ap- 
paratus in working order, and nig osed to fight 
the flaines that were melting the lead setting of 
the stained glass windows 1n the handsome lect- 
ure room. When the windows were destroyed 
flames 20 feet long leaped from the rear windows 
of the three-story Brush buildings into the lecture 
room and set fire to the settees and the platform, 
but the fire was kept in check by the institution’s 
tire apparatus until Engine Company No. 9 
stretched in a line of hose and “opened up” the 
roof by destroying the stained glass skylight in 
the dome. 

Meanwhile the flames overtopped the tall tene- 
ments in Elizabeth-street, charring the clothes- 
line poles on the roofs, and lines of hose were 
taken there to prevent the tire from seizing on 
the scuttles. The fire was so completely hemmed 
in thatit did not leave the Brush buildings ex- 
cept when it entered the lecture room of 
the Young Men’s Institute. At 8:30 o’clock 
it was fully under control. It had then 
swept through the four Brush buildings, greatly 
damaging what it had not destroyed, but the 
walls were intact and only the third floor and 
roof of Nos. 208 and 210 fellin. The loss to the 
Brush Company will not be more than $120,- 
000 on stock aud $7,000 on the buildings. On 
this there is ample insurance. The loss to the 
Young Men’s Institute is about $22,000, and 
$500 will cover the damage to the tenement 
houses. 

The Brush Company had 45 dynamos in the 
burned buildings and could serve 1,200 lights. It 
isa slack season and last night only about 600 
rights were served. These included the majo ity 
of the electric lights in the Bowery. The Eliza- 
beth-street plant, with the West Twenty-fifth- 
street plant, served all the public lamps from 
Fourteenth to Fifty-ninth-street. Half an hour 
after the fire broke out a connection 
was made with the Twenty-fifth-street wires at 
Prince-stre@t and the Bowery, and all the lights 
of the company could have been served. But 
Chief Shay was unwilling to have the current in- 
troduced into the wires of the Elizabeth-street 
plant because of the possibility of some of the 
tiremen at work in the burning buildings receiv- 
ing a shock, so the extinguished lights were 
allowed to remain ‘‘ dead.” 

General Superintendent W. H. McGrath was at 
his home in Mamaroneck when he heard of the 
fire. Ascertaining «4 telephone that the entire 
destruction of the Elizabeth-street plant was 
probable he issued orders by telephone and tele- 
graph until the arrival of the train which took 

lim to New-York, and at 11 o’clock he was 
at the ruins. He said that at the 
time the fire broke out 600 lights wore being 
served from Elizabeth-street and were, of course, 
“killed.” By following out his instructions 
from Mamaroneck 300 of the “‘ dead” lights were 
by degrees served from the Twenty-fifth-street 
plant by trunk connections and junctions at 
various streets. His first care was to look 
after the public lights, and all of them 
will be served to-night. No attempt was 
made last night to serve the Brush tights in 
the Bowery and Grand-street, and these regions 
will be in darkness for several nights, but the 
company will get dynamos at work somewhere 
and relieve the strain on the Twenty-fifth-street 
plant as soon as possible. The Twenty-fifth- 
street plant served about 400 lights. It must 
for the present do double duty. Mr. Mc- 
Grath did not know how soon the _ Eliza- 
beth-street rums would be cleared and 
the plant replaced. The _ boilers are 
little injured, but the company loses its — 
stores, the bulk of its machinery, and the 45 
dynamos. At his estimate there will be to-night 
400 lights that willbe “dead.” This number 
will be lessened daily until all the lamps are 
served. Mr. McGrath thought the fire was due 
to friction of battery. 


THE HARBOR CONTROVERSY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Iam glad to see that the course recom- 
mended by me ina not unfriendly correspond- 
ence which has recently passed between the 
Chairman of the New-York Harbor Committee and 
myselfis to be followed,and the further discussion 
of the New-York Harbor Commission question is 
to be made before bodies entitled to act upon it. 
It is evident that we do not understand English 
ih the same way, and it is best, therefore, that 
the letters that have passed upon the subject be 
left to speak for themselves. 

There are two points, however, about which I 
do not wish the public to be leftin doubt. In 
the first place, there is no quarrel between me 
and the merchants and the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the city of New-York, for whom I have 
the highest respect, although the attempt is 
made to makeit appear so. My knowledge of 
the movement that was being made to push the 
Harbor Commission bill through was derived 
from a member of the Chamber of Commerce 
who was himself opposed to it, and my letter to 
the River and Harbor Committee of the House 
asking them to defer action upon it until a free 
discussion of it could be had was made upon the 
ground that the opponents of the measure had 
never had an opportunity of being heard either 
before the Chamber of Commerce or the 
Congressional committees. This certainly is not 
factious opposition. Second—That letter was 
my own alone, written hastily upon the arrival 
at Sharonon Saturday of the morning papers 
containing an ‘account of the discussion of the 
matter before the cena committee, and 
mailed in time to reach Washington on Monday 
pee and not another soulin or out of the 
corps of engineers knew anything about it until 
it reached its destination. The corps is in no 
way responsible for this and should not be 
brought into the controversy. 

Finally, let it be borne in mind that the fight 
has been about the Harbor Commission, and not 
at all about the Harbor improvement, although 
these two independent matters seem to have be- 





come inextricably mixed up in some of thelet-: 


ters which have passed—notably in the last one— 
only one-eighth of which is devoted to the orig- 
inal issue, the remainder being devoted to a dis- 
cussion of the proposed: plan of improvement. 
That is well enough. The plan ought to be dis- 
cussed freely and fully, as it was expected that 
it would be, and I for one shall be very glad ifa 
better and cheaper method of. securing the end 
desired can be found than by the means pro- 
posed. I am unable to see the force of the objec- 
tions to it made by the Chairman of the Harbor 
Committee, nor do I see that the execution of the 
plan involves necessarily the closing of the 
channels to which he refers. In the meanwhile 
the pa sie has been made under the a 
roval of the Chamber of Commerce, and as it is 
obe expended under a project yet to be ap- 
proved there will be abundant opportunity for 
every one who wishes to do so to present his 
views upon the subject.

CHAUIAUQUA’S COUNTY SHAT. 


TEDIOUS PROCEEDINGS REQUIRED TO 
REMOVE IT. 

Burrato, N. Y., Aug. 16.—The legal steps 
necessary for the removal of the Chautauqua 
County seat from Mayville to Jamestown have 
begun. These will occupy a period of several 
years, and seem extremely difficult to surmount. 
A law passed in 1885 regulates the removal of 
the county seat. To begin with, at least 12 resi- 
dent freeholders of the county must petition the 
Supervisors for a removal of the county seat 
to a designated place. This petition, together 
with a notice that it will be introduced at 
the next meeting of the Board of Supervisors, 
must be published for six consecutive weeks _be- 
fore the inceting. The Supervisors may in their 
discretion consider the petition, and two-thirds 
must vote inits favor or itis lone. Then, at the 
meeting of the Supervisors the following year, 
it must again receive a two-thirds vote. fter 
all this, at the general election, should the 
petition survive the former ordeals, it is sub- 
mitted to the people,and again two-thirds of all the 
votes cast must be for it. It is thought by many 
that it would be easier to secure the passage of a 
general law by the State Legislature shortening 
the operation. This question is likely to bea 
factor in the election oles Assemblyman this Fall 
from the Chautauqua Second District, and there 
are five of the neighboring counties in which it is 
stated that a change of the county seat is de- 
sired, and the aid of the Assemblymen and Sena- 
tors from these is counted on tothisend. The 
bill could provide that the petition for removal 
should be presented to the Supervisors and that 
only a majority vote should be necessary.

WALLINGFORD MURDER. 


SOME CLUES AT LAST UPON WHICH 
THE AUTHORITIES MAY WORK. 
NEw-HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 16.—A curious 
story came to light to-day in the investigation 
of the Wallingford murder. Ever since the 
body of the murdered man was found in the big 
swamp amateur detectives have. been searching 
the neighborhood for clues. On Friday after- 
noon Dr. Cornwall and a young man named 
Keeler drove over from Cheshire and discovered 
an old well near where the body was found. 
They examined it as well as they could, and 


found a heavy bag, which, owing to a 
lack of grappling irons, the; couldn't raise to the 
surface. They returned to Cheshire and notified 
Deputy Sheriff Beadle, who examined tne well 
the next morning. The bag was gone, but near 
the well he found what looked like a piece of 
human skin with hair on it. It was badly de- 
cayed, and Beadle left it near the well, where it 
was again found yesterday by James H. Lynch, 
of Meriden. An old cellar has also been found 
not far from the well, and the theory is 
that it was used by the murderer as 
a place from which to watch the well, where he 
had concealed the head and arms of his victim. 
After Cornwall and Beadle made their discovery 
he removed the bag, and on examining the head 
in some way or another broke off part of the de- 
eayed flesh, which fell to the ground. To-day 
Constable Austin found other pieces of skin, 
with brown matted hair. The pieces of skin 
have been examined by a physician, who says 
they came from a man’s head. It now begins to 
look as if the authorities had some clues to work 
upon. 


COUNT VON MOLTKE AT HOME. 
From the North German Gazette. 
Twenty years ago the name of Creisau 
was never spoken of, but Moltke has made the 
place famous, just as Bismarck has thrown lustre 
upon Varzin. Herein rural quiet, far from the 
activity of the city, Field Marshal Count von 
Moltke has set up for himself a Tusculanum, 
where in the utmost seclusion he recruits his 


strength atter the fatigue of the Winter. Having 
intercourse only with his nephew and his imme- 
diate neighbors, he assembles here pew forces 
for h.s work. Chatting on the way, we came at 
last to the village of Creisau, and soon we 
arrived at the castle. It is a plain, quadrangular 
building, with one story and a high gable. Gen. 
von Moltke acquired this seat with the money 
given to him by the grateful Fatherland. On 
both sides of the iron steps leading to the hall 
are great cannon taken in the French war at 
Mont Valérien and afterward presented by the 
Emperor to the Count. They are bronze, 
and are covered all over with reliefs and 
chased work. In the hallitself are three beauti- 
ful equestrian statues of bronze, resting on co- 
lossal sockets. The central figure is that of the 
Emperor, with mantle, helmet, and flying plume, 
the right hand raised. Aninscription says this 
was a gift from the Emperor on the sixtieth an- 
niversary of Moltke’s service. Right of this 
statue is an artistically executed copy of Rauch’s 
monument of Frederick the Great. On the third 
linth stands the excellent equestrian statue of 
Moltke himeelf, a gift of the Great General Staff. 
On the walls of the vestibule are large bronze 
busts of the Prussian Kings, with those of the 
Crown Prince and ‘Prince frederick Charles. 
Entering the sitting room we find it simply fur- 
nished, giving a true picture of the Field Mar- 
shal’s modesty. Hercis the low fleld-bed, with 
a plain writing desk, while large maps hang on 
the walls. Inthe upper rooms of the castle are 
many family portraits. In these rooms, too, 
are kept the gifts made to the Count from 
time to time. Beneath a glass shade is a small 
marble bust of Napoleon IIL, a gift of the 
late French Emperor to Moltke, made when he 
was at the height of his power. Bronze busts of 
the late Grand Duke of Mecklenberg, of the King 
of Saxony, and portraits of the Emperor, the 
Crown Prince, and Prince Frederick Charles also 
adorn the rooms. All these works of art were 
the gifts of the Princes themselves and were ac- 
companied by cordial words expressing high 
raise of this faithful counselor. Count von 
oltke likes when staying: here to go over his 
flelds and to prune the young trees planted in 
the park. Home-grown fruit must appear on the 
table and the Count then speaks wit ride to 
his guests of the preduce of his lands. The 
school which he has built is often visited by him, 
and he listens to the teaching, questioning the 
young ones himself at times. It was late at 
night when we left the portal of the castle by 
moonlight. On the corner pillars rise gladiators 
larger than life size. They keep guard at the 
entrance of the residence of the man whose name 
will be spoken of so long as any one asks after 
the architects of the German Empire.

POISON FOR RACE HORSES. 


MUCH CROOKED WORK SUSPECTED ON 
THE CHICAGO TRACK. 

Cuicaco, Ill, Aug. 16.—The arrest of 
Thomas Redmond, alias “Texas Tom,” for al- 
leged complicity in the attempt to poison Ed 
Corrigan’s mare, Lizzie Dwyer, is liable to lead 
to some startling developments. “Texas Tom” 
now confesses that the report of his meeting 
the man Charles Price at Englewood was 
correct, and that Price gave him $400 to bet on 
Binnette against Lizzie Dwyer. Price had ob- 
tained the money through Mamie Hunt defeat- 
ing Pearl Jennings on July 17, when the latter 
was avery strong favorite.

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ARRIVAL OF THE GALATEA 


HER APPEARANOR ON A S8EO-} 


TIONAL DOOK. 

A SHORT-LIVED STRIKE OF DOCK WORK- 
MEN—LIEUT. HENN’S SAIL THROUGH 
LONG ISLAND s80OUND. 

The Galatea reached this city yesterday 
Mornmg and went at once on the sectional docks 
at Rutgers-slip. -She came from Larchmont, 
~where she arrived at about 9 o'clock on Sunday 
morning and lay until 7 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Then she was taken hold of by a tug and 
towed through Heli Gate and to the sectional 
docks. By noon she was out of the water. Be- 
low the water line she was covered with slime 
and barnacles, the latter about an inch in 
length. They were the peculiar soft-shell bar- 
macles commonly called “ hangers-on.” As soon 
as she was dry workmen attached to the 
docks were set to work with brooms and 
sand to scour her off below the water line and 
painters began to give her a fresh coat of white 
paint above. 

The workmen who were scouring her bottom 
began work on the port side, and to save time 
Capt. Bradford set some of his crew at work on 
her starboard side. This did not suit the dock 
workmen and they immediately struck, giving 
as their reason that they were union men, and 
as such were not allowed to work with non- 
union men. Lieut. Henn and Mr. Beavor-Webb 
had inthe meanwhile temporarily left the ves- 
sel, and Capt. Bradford, wishing to avoid com- 


plications, withdrew his men. The dock work- 
men then returned to work. When Mr. Beavor- 
Webb returned he was incensed. He said that if 
he ha@ been present when the strike occurred 
the dockmen would have remained on strike 
and the Galatea would have been scrubbed off 
by her own crew, ‘“‘and the work,” he added, 
“would have been much better done.” 

The Galatea is unmistakably a handsome 
yacht. Her lines under water pageet the lean 
flank and powerful shoulders of the race horse. 
Sheis much fuller forward than the Genesta, 
and her vertical! lines are much less hollow. Bhe 
has not, however, such a handsome overhang. 
The Galatea’s dimensions are as follows: Lengt 
over all, 100.50 fect; length on deck, from stem 
to stern post, 90.50 feet; length on load water 
line, 86.80 feet; extreme beam, 14.99 feet; 
depth of hold, 13.30 feet; draft, 13.50 feet; 
ballast, all in keel, 82 tons: rated measure- 
ment, according to the English Yacht Racing 
Association measurement, 90 tons. She is 
painted white above the wates line, with a 
red streak along the foot of the rail. Her racing 
spars are allin position, except her main hoom, 
which is awaiting her here. The mainsail she 
has on at present is smaller than her racing 
mainsail and is laced tothe boom. Her racing 
mainsail will be loose-footed. After being 
scrubbed off she will be pot-leaded up to the 
water line. She will be put overboard again to- 
morrow morning and will go down to Bay Ridge, 
off the Atlantic Yacht Club grounds, which will 
be her anchorage until after the cup races are 
sailed. She will, of course, be docked again and 
furnished with a fresh coat of pot-lead before 
those events. 

Lieut. and Mre..Henn and Mr. Beavor-Webb re- 
mained on board of the Galatea until about 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, when they went up 
to the Victoria Hotel to stay untii the Galatea is 
mut off the dock. Then they will return to her. 

ieut. Henn said he had a quick and delightful 
run through the Sound. There was a fresh 
breeze from the northwest. and the Galatea 
came up close-hauled all the way to Larchmont. 
She made the run from Fisher’s Island, at the 
mouth of New-Londoh Harbor, to Larchmont 
in nine hours, which was excellent sailing, and 
especially so considering the condition of her 
bottom. The distance is about 90 miles. Lieut. 
Henn expressed himself as much pleased with 
Larchmont and its surroundings. 

There were many visitors to the docks during 
the afternoon, and a crowd collected on the bulk- 
head as soon as the Galatea was docked, and re- 
mained there until nightfall. Among the prom- 
inent persons who went to see her were Commo- 
dore A. Cass Canfield, of the Seawanhaka Corin- 
thian Yacht Club, the owner of the sloop Priscil- 
Ja; M. Roosevelt Schuyler, the importer of the 
little English cutter Delvin; Reginald Francklyn, 
Fred May, and John M. Sawyer. 

The Atlaatic went out for a spin down the Bay 
in the brisk wind that prevailed yesterday after- 
noon. She seemed to go a great deal faster than 
she has ever done before. This was due, no 
doubt, to the factthat she has been relieved of 
excessive ballast. She carried her sails quite as 
well as she did with all the bailast in her. 

The Priscilla arrived here from New-Bedford 
yesterday morning, and went to her old anchor- 
age off Stapleton, Staten Island. She did not 
weigh anchor during the afternoon.

F. T. Welman will be the tenth man on the Eng- 
glish team,in the place of Col. Walrond, whose 
recent appointment as a Junior Lord of the 
Treasury prevents him from coming. :Welman 
is well known as the wicket keeper for the Gen- 
tlemen against the Players in their annual match 
at Lord’s. W.E. Roller, of Surrey County, will 
captain the team. The first match played will 
beagainst the Englishmen on the Staten Island 
Ground, Sept. 1, 2, and 3. 


STILL .LOWER STEERAGD - RATES. 
The Red Star Steamship Line issued a cir- 
tular yesterday in which it explained its posi- 
tion in the immigrant rate war which has been 
raging among the Continental lines during the 
past fortnight. The Red Star people claim that 


they were forced to make the first cut by the 
action of the other lines. They proposed to pro- 
tect their agents, who were being practically 
boycotted by the representatives of the other 
Continental lines. They had further decided to 
cut their rates down to $15, which is now their 
price both ways. 

The Netherlands-American Line followed the 
latest Red Star cut by announcing that their out- 
ward rates had been reduced to $12 to London, 
$13 to Rotterdam, and $15 to Scandinavian ports, 
and their prepaid rates to about the same figures. 
The Hamburg and North German Lloyd Lines 
made no further reductions yesterday, while the 
French rates remained as before. 

The impression prevails in ogg circles 
that the warring companies will go little, if 
anything, below their present rates. The antici- 
pated cutin the rates of the English lines was 
not made yesterday. Oneof the English agents 
said that instructions from the home managers 
practically read: “* Maintain the present rates.” 








OOMPLAINING OF HER CHILDREN. 

About two years ago Mrs. Caroline Fank-* 
hauser was declared a habitual drunkard by a 
Sheriff's jury. Her two sons and her married 
daughter were appointed the committee of her 
person and estate. Her property consisted of 
the tenement No. 543 East Tweifth-street, worth 
about $15,000, mortgaged for about $6,000, and 
producing an income of about $1,400 a year. A 
few days ago Mrs. Fankhauser asked the Su- 
perior Court to dismiss the committee of her 
person and estate, and release her from 
all restraint. She declared that she long 
ago conquered her appetite for strong 
drink, which was not natural to her but which 
grew out of the fact that she resorted to intoxi- 
cants for the purpose of drowning the zrief 
caused her by the deaths of her husband and two 
Bons in speedy succession.

COAL OARRBIERS STAND FIRM. 


;BOATMEN REQUIRE DEMURRAGE 43S 
WELL AS HIGHER RATES. 

The strike of the canalboatmen who carry 
‘eoal from the railroad wharves to the dealers 
assumed no new aspects yesterday. The men 
who comprise the International Boatmen’s 
Union No. 1, and there are nearly a thousand of 
them, were in session at No. 65 Trinity-place all 
day. They received over 60 new members, and 
collected o onsiderable money. 

The boatmen want 25 cents per ton for loads 
of 225 tons and over from South Amboy, Perth 
Amboy, Elizabethport, and Port Johnston; for 


175 to 225 tons, 2715 cents a ton; for 100 to 175 
tons, 30 cents a ton. From Hoboken 20 cents 
aton is required, These rates are to be con- 
fined to New-York Harbor, Staten Island Sound, 
Bay Ridge, Gowanus, and the Narrows. 

limits of New-York Harbor are placed at Fifty- 
fourth-street, East River, and Fifty-seventh- 
street, North River. To allother points outside 
of this limit 5 cents per ton additionalis wanted, 

They also demand $4 per day demurrage fees, 
after waiting four days, and ask that a Captain’s 
wages be made $50 per month. The boatmen 
requested a conference with the Coal Exchange. 
This was readily agreed to. A long discussion 
took place between the Trustees of the Exchange 
and the boatmen. The Trustees told them they 
could do nothing in regard to the demurrage ques- 
tion, as it was notin their province, The delays at 
the shipping docks were not the fault of the 
wholesale merchants, but of the failroad people. 
The men stuck to their point, however, and with- 
drew. They informed the Coal Exchange by let- 
ter that they would accede to nothing short of 
the abolition of the contract and condition upon 
bills of lading. 

At a meeting held yesterday the Exchange de- 
cided that the demands of International Boat- 
men’s Union No. 1 included not merely the ques- 
tion of higher rates of freight for the carrying of 
coal from the shipping docks to points in New- 
York Harbor and vicinity, but other questions 
which are beyond the control of the merchants 
employing the boats. The Exchange believed 
that some advance in rates of freight was proper, 
as competition between the boatmen had reduced 
them to a point lower than was reasonable, but 
the Exchange was obliged to object to the de- 
mand that merchants engaging a boat should be 
liable for a claim for damage for delay in loading 
the boat at the shipping dock when causes for 
such delay were entirely beyond their control. 
The boatmen were informed of the decision of 
the Exchange and of its willingness to discuss 
freight rates and nothing else. 

The men refused the offer. They claim that 
300 boats are laid up. They also say that the 
shovelers and longshoremen are ready at their 
order to stop work, and that the tugboat men 
will refuse to tow canalboats of coal if the union 
gives the order. The effect of the strike is al- 
ready felt in the coal trade. 


SOREAMING FOR PROTECTION. 





THE VALET ACCOMPANIES HIS: MASTER 
TO BELLEVUE HOSPITAL. 

A middle-aged, well dressed man rushed 
into the West Thirtieth-street police station at 
midnight Sunday and screamed: “‘ They are try- 
ing to kill me.” He was locked up, and yester- 
day morning was taken to Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court. He had grown composed during the 
night. He said he was Henry G. Bixby, mining 
engineer, and had an office at No. 63 Broadway 
with some friends who were interested with him 
in mining speculations. He had been occupying 
apartments at No. 57 West Twenty-seventh- 
street. From his friends it was learned that 
Bixby was well known in California and the 
mining regions of the West, where he was. inter- 
ested in many mining ventures. At one time he 
was considered quite wealthy. He is 50 years 
old, and has a wife and two children in Boston. 

A year ago he traveled through Europe with a 
colored valet named J. H. Hammett, and visited 
London, Paris, and Vienna. Since his return 
he has been stopping in this city, first at the Met- 
ropolitan Hotel and subsequently at the Ross- 
more. He intended to go to San Francisco last 
week, butin stepping from a Sixth-avenue car 
at Forty-second-street, on his way to the hotel, 
he struck his head against a pillar of the 
elevated railroad. He was stunned, but s00n re- 
covered and went home without assistance. He 
has since complained of severe headaches and 
inability to sleep. His friends noticed that he 
acted queerly. although he appeared able to at- 
tend to his business. He complained to Col. 
Barnes, an intimate friend, that there was so 
much noise in the hotel that he could not sleep, 
and by the advice of his friend he left the hotel 
and took rooms at the house in West Twenty- 
seventh-street. 

His conduct became so strange that his friends 
were not surprised when they heard of his esca- 
pade at the station house. The magistrate com- 
mitted him to the care of the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction for examination as to 
his sanity. Soon after his committal to the 
prison he was sent to Bellevue Hospital for ex- 
amination. His valet, Hammett, brought Bixby 
his breakfast from a neighboring restaurant. 
After breakfast an ambulance was summoned, 
and Bixby was taken to Bellevue Hospital and 
placed in charge of Dr. Wildman. His valet ac- 
companied him, and will remain at the hospital to 
wait on bis master. 





A* FATAL TELEGRAM. 

The long crape streamers which were 
hung from the door of No. 34 East Thirty-seventh- 
street, on Saturday. had a double signification 30 
hours after they were first seen. Their presence 
indicated the death of Mrs. Ellen V. Couch, who 
owned the house, and who had lived there for 
many years. Mrs. Couch died Saturday morn- 
ing, within a few days of completing her ninety- 
second year. Her daughter, who lived with her, 
at once telegraphed to Mrs. Helen M, Stuart, her 
married sister, at Maplewood, N. H., com- 
muuicating the news of her mother's death. 
Mrs. Stuart had been suffering for a considerable 
time from heart disease. She had, however, been 
in a better state of health for the last few weeks, 
and, the day before she received the news of her 
mother’s death, had ridden 16 miles. Miss Couch’s 
telegram to her sister broke the news very sud- 
denly. Mrs. Stuart read the dispatch and re- 
ceived a very severe shock from which she did 
not rally. Thirty hours after Mrs. Couch’s 
death in New-York, Mrs. Stuart died in 
Maplewood,N.H. Mrs. Couch was born in Wall- 
street, when that thoroughfare was the fashion- 
able residential quarter. She lived here all her 
life. Her husband, William Couch, was one of the 
directors of the Fulton and Chatham banks. He 
“was an Elderin the old Brick Church for more 
“than 50 years. His death took place in 1868.

LEAVING THE CITY ONLY TO 


AVOID PUBLICITY. 
OFFICER FLOOD NOT PRESENT WHEN 
HIS CASE WAS CALLED—ANOTHER 
COMPLAINT MADE AGAINST HIM. 


Justice Duffy looked well pleased yester- 
day morning when he took his seat in the Tombs 
Folice Court, and the first thing he did was to 
send an officer down to No. 39 Mulberry-street 
to see if Rosie Cresci had returned, as reported, 
from her hurried visit to Philadelphia. The offi- 
cer soon returned and said that Rosie had got 
back sure enough, but that she didn’t want to 
come into court for fear she would be sent to the 
House of Detention. Justice Duffy sent the offi- 
cer right back and told him to assure Rosie on 
his word asa Judge that she would not be de- 
prived of her liberty if she would appear in court 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon, On the officer’s re- 
turn he reported that Rosie would be present, 
and was then sent to give notice to Capt. McCul- 
lagh to have Flood. the &ccused policeman, in 
court to meet the charges at 2 o’clock. Mrs, Lo- 
gomarsini, the witness of the assault, and who 
claims herself to have been assaulted by Flood, 
also received notice to be present. 

Mrs, Logomarsini came into court with a bevy 


of her countrywomen at 1:45 o’clock, and was 
followed by Capt. McCullagh, without Flood, a 
quarter of an hour later. At 2:15 lawyers 
Fromme and Arden marched in, and Rosie crept 
into the Clerk’s office, where she remained until 
the case was called. Justice Duffy took his seat 
at 2:35, but before he could call the case of 
Cresci against Flood Lawyer Price, counsel for 
Policeman Flood, loomed up before him, well bal- 
lasted with law books, and said he had_ heard 
that the Flood case was to be tried. Justice 
Duffy assented, and Mr. Price entered an ob- 
jection. When the case had been adjourned be- 
cause Rosie had disappeared it had been ad- 
journed for two weeks, and Mr. Price wanted to 
make the points that Justice Duffy had no right 
to adjourn it for more than two days; and allow- 
ing that right, the two weeks were not yet up. 
Justice Duify tried to explain his view of the 
law, but Mr. Price couldn't see it and grew rather 
excited. 

“ Well,” he exclaimed, ‘‘ you can’t try the case 
to-day anyway, for Flood isn’t here.” Justice Duf- 
fy was surprised, and Capt. McCullagh explained 
that it was Flood’s day off; that the summons 
to have him in court was not received until near- 
ly noon, and that it had been impossible to find 
him. The case was therefore perforce set down 
for 9 o’clock this morning. This brought out 
another protest from Mr. Price, who remarked: 
“Then your Honor is going to try this case just 
as he pleases.” 

* Yes,” replied Justice Duffy, ‘‘ not as I please, 
but as justice demands. And now I’ll show you 
that I know some law. Wecan have more than 
one case against Officer Flood. Mrs. Logomar- 
sini and Rosie Cresci, step forward and be sworn. 
Mrs. Logomarsini, were you struck and abused 
by anybody ?”’ 

Mrs. Logomarsini replied that she was struck 
by Officer Flood. 

“Go and make an affidavit of assault and bat- 
tery, and get a warrant,” said Justice Duffy 
triumphantly, ‘‘and now I guess we can have 
Officer Flood here.” 

Mr. Price walked off with no further objection 
to make just then. Mrs. Logomarsini made her 
affidavit swearing that Officer Flood had struck 
her a “ violent blow on the side of the face with 
his open hand,” and had threatened to strike 
her with his club. Mrs. Logomarsini went be- 
fore Justice Duffy to swear to her atidavit, and 
the little Justice read it carefully over to her 
and questioned her about her story. This gave 
Mr. Price a chance to object, because the woman 
was teliing her story in open court and his client 
was not present. Justice Duffy insisted that 
he had a right to question “her, and Mr. Price 
again retired, remarking, ‘‘ He has committed a 
misdemeanor already.” 

Rosie ‘Cresei’s affidavit of Aug. 6 was then 
taken up and she was questioned as to whether 
she still maintained that what she therein swore 
was true. She asserted that it was all true, and 
afterward told Justice Duffy the whole occur- 
rence, going into his private room to tell part. 

“Why didn’t you appear when the case was to 
be tried?” asked Justice Duffy. 

‘Because I was in Philadelphia.” 

““Why did you go to Philadelphia ?” 

* Because the matter had got into the papers 
and all the neighbors were talking about it, and 
I didn’t like to come into the court before every- 
one and tell my story.” 

“Did anybody offer you money to go there?” 

“No, Sir. Nobody offered me any money.” 

This finished Rosie’s explanation of her de- 
parture from home, and Lawyer Fromme was 
made responsible that she should not be spirited 
away over night. Her brother Paul was also 
called up. and Justice Duffy explained very care- 
fully to him that he ought to be anxious to have 
his sister appear in conrt and testify against her 
insulter. Paul seemed much impressed. Mrs, 
Cresci was not in court. 

Capt. McCullagh said, in regard to Flood, that 
he was not the most efficient man on the force, 
but was, he thought, well-meaning. He had 
been on the force three years, and charges had 
been preferred against him three times—once for 
talking with a citizen, once for talking with an- 
other policeman, and once for being off his post. 
Officer Flood was seen by a TIMES reporter just 
as he was going on duty last night. e said his 
counsel had advised him not to talk about the 
case, but declared he was innocent of all the 
charges. 





HE HAD NO USE FOR A CORPSE. 

Passengers standing on the Alabama- 
avenue station of the Brooklyn Elevated Rail- 
road at 10 o’clock Sunday night heard a heavy 
fall, and two of them attempted to lift an old 
man who waslying on the floor to his feet. 
They were unable to do so, and a policeman sent 
for an ambulance. Dr. O’Sulliyan, who was in 
charge of the wagon, examined the fallen man 
and pronounced him dead. ‘The doctor then 
turned to Police Captain French, who had ap- 
peared on the scene, and said in aswaggering 
tone:

In another pocket was a card bearing the name 
“ Willett Smith, No. 210 Greene-avenoue,” and a 
memorandum giving the numbers of bank books 
in several New-York banks, and requesting that 
his estate be divided between his three children, 
John D. Smith, Anna EF, Libby, and Sarah E, 
Campbell equally. 

The body remainedin the station house until 
an early hour yesterday morning, when William 
E. Libby, who represented himself as the dead 
man’s son-in-law, identified it as that of Willett 
Smith. He was 79 years old, and was on his way 
home from Rockaway, when he dropped dead of

ALL THE FIRMS AGREEING TO THE 
TERMS OF THE UNION. 

Most of the cigarmakers who have been on 
strike assembled yesterday morning at their va- 
rious meeting halls and from there they marched 
to their shops, where they resumed work. Otten- 
burg Brothers, who had refused to discharge the 
men with whom the Knights had supplied them, 
were told by the Executive Board of the Pro- 
gressive Union that they would be given until 9 
o’clock yesterday morning, and that if they still 
persisted in keeping these men, the strike in their 
shop would continue and they would be made to 
pay an advance of $1 per 1,000 cigars. When 


the cigarmakers’ committee called yesterday 
the members of the firm informed it that it would 
comply with the terms of the union, and the Ex- 
ecutive Board then informed the workmen of that 
shop that they could go back to work this morn- 
ing. Brussel & Co. was another firm that had re- 
fused to discharge its new men and had received 
a similar warnifg. Westerday Mr. Brussel asked 
the committee that the Knights be taken back 
into the union. Several of the unionists were in- 
clined to be lenient with the scabs for the sake 
of harmony, but others thought that they should 


' be punished for helping the Knights in their at- 


tempt to break up the union. 

Frank McCoy, the President of the Cigar Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, when asked yesterday 
what he thought of the fight between the Knights 
and the union men replied that the Knights had 
undertaken a far more difficult task than they 
could perform, and that in tackling the union 
they had counted without their host. He had 
faith in the Knights, however, and believed that 
they were too American for the Progressive 
Union, as they preferred arbitration to strikes. 
Of all workmen, Mr. McCoy remarked, the cigar- 
makers were the greatest atrikers, They would 
strike first and negotiate afterward. He remem- 
bered that in one day the men in Levy’s tactory 
struck five times,

NEW-ZBALAND VOLOANOES. 

LATER MAIL ADVICES CONCERNING THE 
' ERUPTIONS. 
From the San Francisco Oall, Aug, 9. 

From a series of specials recoived in 

Sydney from New-Zealand we take the follow- 
ing: ‘Further search parties have definitfvy as- 
certained that the Pink and White Terraces at 
Rotomahana have beon completely obliterated 
by the volcanic eruptions. The craters are still 
belching forth volumes of. steam 2nd ashes, but 
there have been no further manifestations of an 
alarming character. One geyser on the site of 
the Pink Terrace is issuing steam to a height of 
400 feet. The settlement at Wairoa has now 
been abandoned. Some alarm prevails at 
Rotorua on account of slight shocks of earth- 
quake having been felt. Measures are being 
taken for the relief of the sufferers by the volcanic 
eruptions. The voleanoes in the hot lakes dis- 
trict are still active. Slight shocks of earth- 
quake are occasionally felt.” 

A dispatch of July 9 says: “ Itis believed that 
there has been another violenteruption at Mount 
Tarawera. ‘he residents at Rotorua state that 
at 9 o’clock this morning they saw en enormous 
column of dark matter, capped with a cloud of 
steam, rise in the direction of the volcano. It is 
estimated it rose to a height of fully 15,000 feet. 
It remained visible fur nearly half an hou? and 
then slowly Saranac’, leaving a dark cloud 
on the horizon. It was also visible at Tauranga 
and other places in the North Island.” 

On the 10th a special says: “The volcanoes 
still continue in an active state, but no further 
eruptions of a serious character have occurred. 
It has now been ascertained that the total deaths 
of Europeans und Maoris caused by the late 
eruptions number 111. Theeruption of Tara- 
wera yesterday resulted in no serious conse- 

uences. The matter ejected from the mountain 

ell back again into the crater. A severe earth- 
auake was felt last night in the Bay of Plenty 
district. The earthquake shocks at Rotorua 
last night were very severe. The sensation is 
described by the residents as though there was 
a boiling caldron under ground raging furiously. 
Portions of the ground are subsiding.” 

On the 14th severe shocks of earthquake were 
experienced at Rotorua. These were followed 
by lond underground rumblings which lasted for 
20 minutes. ‘The residents were greatly alarmed 
and left their beds. A dense volume of steam 
and smoke was seen ascending in the direction 
of Rotomahana and a lurid glare spread over 
the sky. During the eruption a ball of tire shot 
high into the air. 

At the latest dates it was reported all quiet at 
Rotorua. The eruption at Tarawera is thought 
to be dying out. Prof. Hutton considers that 
the character of the eruptions has been greatly 
exaggerated and he believes that the district is 
perfectly safe. 

Dr. Hector, in his report upon the recent vol- 
canic eruption, says there can be little question 
that it was a purely hydrothermal phenomenon 
on & ap non scale, that it is quite local and 
not of deep origin, and that all dangeris past 
for the present, The only fresh activity which 
cau reasonably be expected is that when suf- 
ficient rain has fallen it may cause an overflow 
of Okaroo Lake into the south end of the great 
fissure, as the former outlet appears to be com- 
pletely filled up. Should this occur and a fresh 
explosion take place in consequence it will, Dr. 
ao thinks, be comparatively moderate in its 
effects. 

It has transpired that Mount Tongariro was in 
eruption at the same time as Mount Tarawera. 
The latter continues very active, and is throwing 
be stones and mud to a great height. The fate 
of the terraces is still uncertain.

THE JEWS OF ITALY. 
From the London Zines. 

The Lunario Israelitico of Leghorn gives 
some interesting particulars about the Jews of 
Italy. The entire number in the peninsula (even 
including the Italia irredenta) is 45,050, or about 
1 per cent. of all the Jews in marae. Italy has 
much fewer JeWs than the single city of Vienna. 
In Trieste the bulk of the Israelite community 
are Italian Jews, numbering 5,570. In Rome 
there are 5,600; in Leghorn, 4,050; Turin, 2,600; 
Venice, 2,500; Florence, 2,400; Ferrara, 1,750; 
Ancona, 1,700; Modena, 1,700; Mantua, 1,430; 
Milan, 1,100; Verona, 975; Padua, 950; Naples, 
650; Pisa, 640, and Genoa only 550. The chief 
rabbinical school in Italy is now at Mantua. Pa- 
dua held this position formerly, and still has for 
the head ofits Jewish community the greatest 
Hebrew scholar in Italy, Rabbi Ende Lolli, who 
is Professor of Hebrew at the University of 
Padua and was a pupil of the celebrated Luzzatto.
